SFtoset 
example 
for state's 
new drug 
reform law

[ very state official who stands to 
benefit from the prison industry 
through its massive web of cam¬ 
paign contributions has come out 
against California’s new drug reform 
policy - Proposition 36 - with criti¬ 
cisms ranging from prosecutors’ 
claims that “the threat of jail keeps 
people in treatment” to California’s 
Democratic senior senator stating that 
the measure “decriminalizes drugs.” 

When the smoky rhetoric clears, 
however, there will be little left to do 
but implement the ballot initiative- 
turned-law, which voters last week 
passed overwhelmingly by 61 percent, 
according to unofficial returns. 
Proposition 36 means that thousands 
of people convicted of simple drug 
possession - often sentenced to life 
prison terms, thanks to the state’s ar¬ 
chaic “three strikes” law - will not go 
to jail but instead enter treatment, 
where they may actually stand a 
chance of getting clean and rebuild¬ 
ing their lives. California currently 
imprisons more drug users than any 
other state; convicts, of course, are 
disproportionately poor; the dot-com 
junkie and other drug users of privi¬ 
lege are rarely targeted for arrest. 

The statewide law goes into effect 
July 1,2001, specifically dictating that 
the $120 million allocated for treat¬ 
ment should not replace existing re¬ 
habilitation programs. The new poli¬ 
cy will not have much effect on San 
Francisco, which already diverts many 
drug offenders to treatment, and like¬ 
wise may have trouble in more con¬ 
servative counties not used to treating 
offenders like people. 

Yet San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan hopes that the 
city will become, as it often is, an ex¬ 
ample for others to follow. Haliinan’s 
office, in conjunction with San Fran¬ 
cisco Sheriff Michael Hennessey, the 
California Department of Alcohol 
and Drug Programs, and the Haight- 
Ashbury Free Clinic, is holding a 
community conference on Wednes¬ 
day, November 29, to discuss imple¬ 
mentation of Proposition 36. 

“While everybody else is still try¬ 
ing to figure out what it all means, 
we’re already organizing, so that we 
can take off as the model city,” Halli¬ 
nan told the Bay Area Reporter, not¬

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Presidential race hangs in balance

M ore than one week after the closest pres¬ 
idential race in history, the country 
awaits word as to whether A1 Gore or 
George W. Bush wins Florida’s 25 elec¬ 
toral votes and the White House. 

Legal wrangling has been taking place 
since last Wednesday, and the latest official 
Florida vote tally has Bush leading by a razor- 
thin margin of 300 votes. Absentee ballots 
from Floridians living overseas are due this 
Friday, and the status of at least two hand re¬ 
counts is uncertain. Republican Secretary of 
State Katherine Harris, who campaigned for 
Bush earlier this year, stuck to the Tuesday 
deadline for the 67 counties to certify votes, 
even though a judge who ruled in favor of the 
deadline left her leeway to accept late totals 
from counties going forward with manual re¬ 
counts. 

Early Wednesday, Harris sought an emer¬ 
gency petition from the Florida Supreme 
Court to halt the recounts. 

In Palm Beach County, tension was high 
last weekend as election- workers finished a 
hand count of 1 percent of the ballots cast,

The spirit of Raymond Burr is alive 
and well at Healdsburg vineyard 


R obert Benevides’s 
partner of 35 years 
was dying. 

“He was proba¬ 
bly a fifth of his body 
weight,” said Benevides. 

“He was down to noth¬ 
ing. He didn’t look like 
Raymond at all. 

“When he was dying 
I held onto his hand. 

And I told the doctor ‘I 
think we’ve lost him.’” 

He was simply “Ray¬ 
mond” to Benevides but 
to the rest of the world 
he was someone else. 

He was Perry Mason. 

He was Ironsides. He 
was TV legend Ray¬ 
mond Burr, the most 
recognizable celebrity in 
the world. 

Seven years after Burr’s death from can¬ 
cer, Benevides is struggling to keep Burr’s 
spirit of kindness and generosity alive in the 
Sonoma County vineyard where he lived 
with Burr for the last 13 years of Burr’s life. 
Benevides is counting on a new business 
strategy to help him preserve the vineyard as 
a lasting legacy to his longtime partner. Last 
month, he opened a tasting room at the Ray¬ 
mond Burr Vineyards and is now selling 
wines directly to the public. 

“I wasn’t making it wholesale,” the affable 
Benevides told the Bay Area Reporter. “The 
margins are so small that I couldn’t make it. 
So I decided to go out on a limb.” 

Benevides bought the Healdsburg proper¬ 
ty where the vineyard stands in 1976. He con¬ 
vinced Burr to move there with him in 1980. 
They later sold the island they bought and 
managed in Fiji and moved their orchid 


nursery to the 40-acre 
undeveloped property. 
Burr cleared the land 
and installed a vineyard. 
Grapes were first plant¬ 
ed in 1986. Four years 
later, the south-facing 
vineyard at the foot of 
Bradford Mountain 
produced its first vin¬ 
tage. 

After Burr’s death, 
and after much struggle 
and thought, Benevides 
decided to name the 
vineyard after Burr, as a 
tribute to his living spir¬ 
it. Burr had been 
against the vineyard 
being named for him. 
Because Benevides is of 
Portuguese descent, 
Burr wanted to name 
the vineyard the Portuguese words for “vine¬ 
yard of two friends” but the name was already 
taken. 

“I decided to name it Raymond Burr 
Vineyards,” said Benevides. “He was so self- 
effacing in that kind of way. He would never 
have allowed it to be called that. It just 
seemed like the logical thing to do at the 
time. I’m not sorry I did that.” 

After Burr’s death, it was reported that 
Benevides inherited a vast fortune from Burr. 
Benevides told the B.A.R. the truth was very 
different. 

“He died insolvent,” said Benevides. “He 
died owing the government a half million 
dollars. There was an article in a German 
paper that said I had inherited $55 million. 
That was the biggest amount. A lot of papers 
had me inheriting all kinds of stuff. But I in¬ 
herited nothing because he did not have any¬ 


thing to leave. In fact, everything he owned 
we had to sell. 

“At the end of his life he was very upset 
because of the hole he was leaving me in be¬ 
cause there was a big mortgage on this house 
and there still is,” added Benevides in an in¬ 
terview conducted in the home where he 
lived with Burr until his death in 1993. “He 
never thought of buying stocks or those kinds 
of things. Investments never crossed his 
mind. His investment was in people. He told 
me in the last month of his life, you will never 
be able to hold on. At the time I didn’t know 
how big the encumbrances were.” 

Burr was well known for his generosity 
and philanthropy. Benevides said Burr

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Airlines go at it again 

Appeal against SF's equal benefits law

: ' ''' he Air Transport Association 

' and S.D. Myers Inc., a busi- 
1 ness represented by the anti¬ 
gay Pat Robertson’s American 
Center for Law and Justice, sought 
to have San Francisco’s landmark 
equal benefits ordinance over¬ 
turned on appeal as arguments 
were heard in the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in San Francis¬ 
co Tuesday, November 14. 

The ATA, which includes virtu¬ 
ally every major passenger airline 
among its members, and S.D. 
Myers argued that the city’s law 
that requires companies doing 
business with San Francisco to 
offer benefits to domestic partners 
of employees if those benefits are 
offered to employees’ spouses vi¬ 
olated federal law and encouraged 
immorality. 

“This is a critical issue that fo¬ 
cuses on a cultural shift under way 
in corporate America that is de¬ 
signed to legitimize same-sex rela¬ 
tionships,” said a statement from 
Robertson’s ACLJ, which has suc¬ 
cessfully challenged domestic part¬ 
nership laws around the country. 

The airline group also argued 
that imposing local laws upon in¬ 
terstate commerce would nega¬ 


tively impact business, a view that 
the judges evidently had a hard 
time believing. Chief Assistant 
City Attorney Dennis Aftergut ar¬ 
gued the opposite, that employee 
morale and productivity would 
actually increase if diversity were 
recognized. 

“This is a broad law with 
which 3,000 other companies are 
complying,” Aftergut told the 
court. 

The appeal was heard before a 
three-judge panel in the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in San

T he AIDS dissident group 
ACT UP/San Francisco was 
recently dealt two blows: a 
court decision barring its mem¬ 
bers from the vicinity of the AIDS 
service organization Project In¬ 
form, and the beginning of a 
criminal trial for spraying Silly 
String on Department of Public 
Health Director Dr. Mitchell Katz. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Ina Levin Gyemant last week 
granted a permanent injunction 


Francisco, and stemmed from a 
case whereby an airline contractor 
was denied city business because it 
did not conform to the ordinance. 
A U.S. District Court judge sided 
with San Francisco last year in up¬ 
holding the ordinance; it is not yet 
known when the federal court of 
appeals decision will be issued. 

The nation’s largest airline, 
United, which filed a lawsuit of its 
own against the city, only to back 
off and implement the law after it 
lost in court, is a member of the 
ATA. T 


against five members of ACT 
UP/SF for their alleged actions at 
an HIV treatment forum in April 
that resulted in the injury of Pro¬ 
ject Inform’s Judy Leahy. Testimony 
from the plaintiffs during this civil 
trial indicated that members of 
ACT UP/SF barged into the forum 
and threw hard pills at the crowd; 
Leahy was injured when she was al¬ 
legedly pushed out of the way by 
ACT UP member David Pasquarel- 
li, a charge he denies. ACT UP de¬ 
nounced the injunction, saying it 
was granted due to false testimony 
by Project Inform. But Judge Gye- 
mant’s ruling seems to indicate that 
past incidences - like the infamous 
1996 kitty litter dumping on the 
head of San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation Executive Director Pat 
Christen - played a large role in her 
decision to prohibit ACT UP from 
coming within 100 yards of Project 
Inform employees. 

Meanwhile, a few blocks away, 
jury selection began on Monday, 
November 13 for the Silly String at¬ 
tack against Katz that occurred in 
July when the DPH director was of¬ 
fering an explanation for his de¬ 
partment’s inaccurate HIV infor¬ 
mation. ACT UP members face 
criminal charges for assault for their 
role in the colorful explosion. ▼

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Daly’s advantage 
in District 6

|' t first glance, the runoff 
election between Chris 
If 1 1 Daly and Chris Dittenhafer 
might not appear to be a close 
race. 

Housing activist Daly received 
twice as many votes as Dittenhafer 
in the November 7 election for su¬ 
pervisor in San Francisco’s Dis¬ 
trict 6, with 5,757 votes, or 32.19 
percent of the total votes cast. 

Just three other candidates of 
the 17 on the ballot broke the 
2,000 mark. Dittenhafer made it 
into the December 12 runoff with 
just 2,804 votes (15.68 percent), 
edging out former Supervisor 
Carol Ruth Silver, with 2,548 
votes, and Beryl Magilavy, with 
2,088 votes. 

But this race is about more 
than two candidates - it’s about 
development interests versus 
slow-growth neighborhood ac¬ 
tivists. 

Despite his distant second 
showing, Dittenhafer is consid¬ 
ered a contender for the seat. He 
is backed by Mayor Willie Brown, 
who led the opposition to the 
slow-growth ballot Proposition L, 
which at press time seemed head¬ 
ed for a narrow defeat. 

With the balance of power on 
the board likely to tip away from 
the mayor, who previously could 
count on a majority of six votes 
from the supervisors on most is¬ 
sues, the makeup of the board 
after the December runoffs holds 
the key for both sides on the hous¬ 
ing displacement issue that has 
dominated the supervisorial races. 

In addition to the mayor, Dit¬ 
tenhafer, who is openly gay, has 
endorsements from Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden, Supervi¬ 
sors Leslie Katz, Barbara Kauf¬ 
man, Michael Yaki, and Mabel 
Teng. He has also received support 
from the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club, the 
San Francisco Police Officer’s As¬ 
sociation, the RFK Democratic 
Club, and other groups. 

“When you include the soft 
money,” Daly said, “we have a lot 
less.” 

But Daly, who is endorsed by 
the San Francisco Bay Guardian, 
said that it was through his “years 
and years of work that we were 
able to differentiate between my¬ 
self and the other candidates,” and 
expressed confidence that his 
campaign would prevail in the 
runoff. 

“Maybe we’ll have half as many 
mailers go out,” Daly told the Bay 
Area Reporter Tuesday, November 
14, “but in the general [election] 
we proved that we can do a lot 
more with less. I think if we do the 


work we need to do we’ll have a 
victory in four weeks.” 

If Daly is right, and he wins the 
popular vote, he plans to work 
with his colleagues on the board 
to implement Proposition L leg¬ 
islatively. 

“I think that’s sort of the better 
way to do it,” said Daly. “We put it 
on the ballot almost out of des¬ 
peration.” 

Dittenhafer, a Wells Fargo 
Bank branch manager and former 
taxi commissioner who support¬ 
ed the mayor’s Proposition K and 
opposed Proposition L, has been 
weighed down from the outset 
with the “carpetbagger” image 
with which he entered the race. 

After Katz suddenly an¬ 
nounced that she was not running 
for re-election because she could 
not financially afford to move into 
District 6 merely to avoid a losing 
battle against Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano in 
her home district, Dittenhafer im¬ 
mediately filed his candidacy pa¬ 
pers, and he and his partner 
moved into the district. 

“Chris Dittenhafer is supported 
by the mayor, and when he was 
asked why he was running, he said 
it was because the mayor asked him 
to,” said Daly. “This district needs 
representation on the board.” 

But Dittenhafer seems to have 
only worsened his image in some 
quarters of the diverse district that 
includes the Tenderloin, part of 
Hayes Valley, South of Market, the 
northern Mission, and Treasure 
Island, coming under criticism for 
being inaccessible and failing to 
show up at candidate’s forums. 

Pat Murphy, publisher of the 
online newsletter district6sen- 
tinel.org - which endorsed Daly - 
poked fun at Dittenhafer for re¬ 
cently failing to show up for a re¬ 
cent candidates’ forum on home¬ 
lessness. Murphy compared Dit- 
tenhafer’s alternate plan for the 
evening to a Boy Scout hazing tra¬ 
dition called a “snipe hunt,” in 


which older boys trick new re¬ 
cruits on their first overnight 
campout into hunting for ficti¬ 
tious “snipes” in the woods. 

“Rookie candidate Chris Dit¬ 
tenhafer had the same look about 
him October 26, smiling wide- 
eyed among city workers, poking 
around trash cans with flashlights, 
appearing to count homeless peo¬ 
ple,” as part of a citywide count 
organized by the mayor, according 
to Murphy. “The flashlight photo¬ 
op was meant to give Dittenhafer 
political cover, for avoiding a Dis¬ 
trict 6 candidates forum convened 
to address only housing issues 
held the same night.” 

Dittenhafer, who was profiled 
in the October 5 Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, did not respond to calls 
seeking comment. 

“I’ve made it a point to go to 
everything I possibly could,” Daly 
said. “I enjoy talking to people.” 

Prior to the general election, 
Daly had won the unanimous en¬ 
dorsement of the San Francisco 
Tenants’ Union and since then, he 
has secured endorsements from 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, who had support¬ 
ed Magilavy, as well as enthusiastic 
support from Supervisors Gavin 
Newsom and Sue Bierman, and 
from former Supervisors Harry 
Britt, Angela Alioto, and John 
Bardis. 

Progressive activists Hank Wil¬ 
son and Joan Roughgarden, for¬ 
mer competitors for the District 6 
seat, have also come around to 
Daly’s side. 

Looking ahead, Daly said that 
he is looking for more than a win 
for his campaign on December 12. 
He is looking to advance an agen¬ 
da (see www.chrisdaly.org). 

“We’ll see how many indepen¬ 
dents make it to the board,” he 
said, asked whether he is con¬ 
cerned that San Francisco may be 
seeing more mayoral vetoes than 
it has of late. “Hopefully, we’ll 
have six. We’ll see.” ▼

Castro's gay church burglarized

B urglars apparently pried 
open a rear entrance to gain 
access to the Metropolitan 
Community Church of San Fran¬ 
cisco during the night last Sunday, 
November 12, ransacking several 
offices and making off with thou¬ 
sands of dollars worth of equip¬ 
ment. 

There are no known suspects 
to the incident at MCC-SF, locat¬ 
ed at 150 Eureka Street in San 


Francisco’s Castro neighborhood. 
The church has a primarily LGBT 
congregation with over 500 mem¬ 
bers. 

The break-in could have oc¬ 
curred anytime between the hours 
of 9:30 p.m. Sunday and 6:30 a.m. 
Monday, when a janitor arrived 
and found a rear door propped 
open with a cement brick, accord¬ 
ing to Officer Jane Warner of the 
San Francisco Patrol Special Police. 

Items worth an estimated 
$5,600 were discovered to be miss¬ 
ing during an initial inventory, 


while a thorough search had not 
yet been completed when the 
break-in was reported. In addition 
to a desktop computer, a digital 
camera, and leather clothing, 
more losses were expected to be 
reported. 

Doors were pried open or 
smashed in, and a window was 
broken on an inner office, but no 
estimate of damages to the church 
facility was immediately available 
at press time. 

Church officials did not re¬ 
spond to a request for comment. T

Scouts’ ‘Trojan horse’

L earning for Life, a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of the 
avowedly anti-gay Boy 
Scouts of America, purports to 
provide “morality” and “self-es¬ 
teem” instruction to hundreds of 
thousands of public school stu¬ 
dents nationwide. 

And yet opponents call it a 
“Trojan horse” that seeks by 
stealth to fund an expansion of all 
Boy Scouts programs nationwide. 

“Learning for Life is a program 
started by the Scouts to circum¬ 
vent the policies of non-discrimi¬ 
nation adopted by local school 
boards,” asserted Scott Cozza, a 
spokesman for the Petaluma- 
based Scouting for All, a national 
group that opposes BSA’s discrim¬ 
inatory policies against gays and 
has been a leader in encouraging 
school districts and other entities 
to break ties with the Scouts. 

“It’s all about money,” Cozza 
said. “I don’t think anybody 
knows what they’re doing.” 

Indeed, the 90-year-old BSA has 
established a multi-layered, Byzan¬ 
tine structure that makes funding 
streams difficult to track. Regional 
councils, such as the San Francisco 
Bay Area Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America, are incorporated sepa¬ 
rately as member affiliates of BSA. 
The San Leandro-based Bay Area 
Council administers the parent or¬ 
ganization’s traditional “morally 
straight” programs like the blue- 
uniformed Cub Scout dens for 
young boys and the khaki-uni- 
formed Boy Scout troops for older 
boys. The Bay Area Council abides 
by BSA’s policy banning openly gay 
men from serving as troop leaders 
and members. 

But the Bay Area Council also 
administers Learning for Life, 
which includes lesson plans tar¬ 
geting K-12 schoolchildren with 
carefully developed lesson plans, 
and a pre-existing program for 
young adults called Exploring, 
which links urban youth with fire 
departments, police departments, 
and other professions. 

Bay Area Council spokesman 
Michael Dybeck said that Learn¬ 
ing for Life has no written policy 
blocking gays and lesbians from 
serving as instructors, leaving that 
decision up to local sponsoring 
organizations, such as the Oak¬ 
land public school system, where 
Learning for Life is currently op¬ 
erating, or even to individual 
schools within a district. He could 
not say whether any instructors or 


volunteer leaders who were open¬ 
ly gay or lesbian were participat¬ 
ing in the programs, however. 

“It’s the children in the local 
communities that we are seeing,” 
said Dybeck. “With our Exploring 
and Learning for Life programs, 
they’re certified by the local spon¬ 
soring organizations.” 

Learning for Life has secured 
corporate sponsorships from such 
major Bay Area players as Bank of 
America Securities, PG&E, Pacific 
Bell, and the Chiron Corporation 
- companies that have non-dis¬ 
crimination policies - by claiming 
that they also have a policy of 
non-discrimination for gays and 
lesbians [see “Chiron donates cash 
to Boy Scouts,” November 9]. 

“We have been assured, direct¬ 
ly, that Learning for Life does not 
discriminate with respect to par¬ 
ticipation or leadership based 
upon sexual orientation or any 
other such status,” said Chiron 
Chief Executive Officer Sean 
Lance in a October 27 letter to his 
employees explaining his compa¬ 
ny’s recent donation to the Scout¬ 
ing program. 

But in fact, the BSA Council 
has no written policy of non-dis¬ 
crimination for Learning for Life 
or its Exploring program. 

“They’re talking out of both 
sides of their mouths,” countered 
Cozza, who pointed out that par¬ 
ent organization BSA has been 
unequivocal in its opposition to 
openly gay men serving as Boy 
Scout troop leaders as well as vol¬ 
unteer adult leaders in the career¬ 
training Exploring program, 
which he says also began to feel 
the heat from the growing cam¬ 
paign to discourage sponsorships 
from local communities and 
foundations. 

“They found that they were 
losing money and so what they 
did is put the Exploring program 
under the Learning for Life Pro¬ 
gram,” Cozza said. “They have to 
be able to have gay leaders in the 
Explorer program ... [but] they’re 
saying that gay people are moral¬ 
ly inferior.” 

Through regional councils, 
BSA’s Learning for Life forms 
partnerships with local school dis¬ 
tricts as well as with individual 
schools, providing teachers a short 
training session on how to in¬ 
struct their students on the tricky 
subjects of morality and ethics 
using a standardized course cur¬ 
riculum and educational materi¬ 
als like workbooks and videos. 

BSA claims that the program 
aims to help schools in “preparing 


youth to successfully handle the 
complexities of today’s society 
and to enhance their self-confi¬ 
dence, motivation, and self-worth. 
Learning for Life also helps youth 
develop social and life skills, as¬ 
sists in character development, 
and helps them formulate positive 
personal values.” 

Among the materials are 
videos targeting young and ado¬ 
lescent boys on the hazards of sex¬ 
ual molestation from adult men. 
However, interestingly enough, al¬ 
though girls presumably comprise 
half of Learning for Life’s stu¬ 
dents, no videos are included in 
the curriculum designed to pro¬ 
tect them from molestation. 

In exchange for these educa¬ 
tional “services,” according to Dy¬ 
beck, school districts must pay 
“registration fees to the national 
office of about $5 per student” en¬ 
rolled in classes that include the 
Learning for Life instruction. 

“Right now we’re in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 25,000 students” par¬ 
ticipating in Bay Area schools, 
claimed Dybeck, who said that 
most participating students are in 
the Oakland public school system. 
He said he didn’t know what other 
school systems were involved in 
the program, or whether schools 
in the San Francisco Unified 
School District were participating. 

The council uses corporate and 
foundation sponsorships to un¬ 
derwrite the students’ registration 
fees. 

“Where’s the money going?” 
Cozza asked, adding that “Learn¬ 
ing for Life is a very low budget 
program.” 

Dybeck has estimated that the 
Bay Area piece of the Learning for 
Life program, which is currently 
taught to 1.4 million schoolchild¬ 
ren in 20,000 schools nationwide, 
is about $500,000. He couldn’t say 
how much of that goes to the na¬ 
tional office. 

Meanwhile, despite absorbing 
cuts in funding from local United 
Way chapters and other groups 
protesting its exclusion of openly 
gay members and troop leaders, 
BSA has announced a major ex¬ 
pansion of its programs national¬ 
ly, with the goal of adding full¬ 
time staff members to all regional 
offices in an effort to increase its 
million-plus membership. 

Cozza said that a Boy Scouts 
spokesperson recently told him that 
Learning for Life was “like a third 
party program and yet, like other 
Scouts programs, stands for simple, 
universal principles such as ‘fidelity, 
chastity, and abstinence.’” ▼ 
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Hanging by a chad 


L ast week most of us wanted the pres¬ 
idential election to be over; it was not 
to be. More than a week after the 
tightest race in history, the fate of the next 
president is hanging by a chad, so to speak, 
as recounts, hand counts, and the various 
degrees that a chad can be separated from a 
ballot are vigorously debated in Florida. 
Who would have imagined that overseas 
ballots would make a difference in this elec¬ 
tion? And yet, this year, these ballots have 
become extremely important, as the latest 
vote tally has Governor George W. Bush 
ahead of Vice President A1 Gore in the Sun¬ 
shine State by a mere 300 votes. 

The election has captivated the country. 
People are talking about it on the street, and 
on television, where town hall meetings 
with Palm Beach County voters became a 
staple of CNN’s continuous coverage last 
weekend. The nation is getting a crash 
course in civics, while being treated to duel¬ 
ing news conferences by the Gore and Bush 
camps after every new development occurs. 

The obvious partisanship in Florida dis¬ 
played by Republican Secretary of State 
Katherine Flarris continues, as she seeks to 
wind up the election before all the hand re¬ 
counts are completed. Harris, who cam¬ 
paigned for Bush and was a delegate at the 
GOP convention, may have soma explain¬ 
ing to do if she disallows vote results simply 
because the deadline has passed. While a 
judge ruled that she could abide by the 
deadline, he also gave her ample opportu¬ 
nity to allow the hand recount votes to be 
certified. Given the numerous problems in 
Palm Beach County, we support a full man¬ 
ual recounting of the ballots in that county. 

But if Gore - who remains ahead in the 
popular vote but may lose the Electoral Col¬ 
lege vote and thus, the presidency - had 
done a few things differently, we might not 
even be in this situation. Most glaring is the 
fact that Gore lost in his home state of Ten¬ 
nessee. That state’s 11 electoral votes would 
have put him over the top, even without 
Florida. It’s apparent that the Gore cam¬ 
paign had a strategy for winning the neces¬ 
sary 270 electoral votes, but losing Ten¬ 
nessee meant that the campaign was heavi¬ 
ly dependent on Florida. Gore also lost in 
Arkansas, President Clinton’s home state. 

That Gore, who’s been in elected office 
much of his adult life, could not meet the 
challenges of a changing electorate in Ten¬ 
nessee, which he claims as home, might 


prove to be one of his more costly mistakes. 

In Missouri, the deceased Mel Carnahan, 
a Democrat, won the U.S. Senate race, there¬ 
by paving the way for his widow, Jean, to get 
a two-year appointment. We were surprised 
that Gore could not carry that state, since he 
campaigned hard there. 

It’s also clear from reports we’ve 
read and what we’ve observed of 
the campaign, that Gore’s staff 
was beset with infighting and 
squabbling, unlike Bush’s. Gore 
sought to recreate himself constant¬ 
ly throughout the campaign, and each 
move brought scrutiny and criticism. He 
should have just been himself. 

Also of importance was 
Green Party candidate Ralph 
Nader’s failed bid to capture 5 
percent of the nationwide vote so that the 
party could receive federal funds in 2004. 
Nader received some 95,000 votes in Florida 
alone, and if he hadn’t been a presence there, 
it’s likely that Gore would have carried the 
state. But third parties have the right to run 
and Gore had many opportunities to deal ef¬ 
fectively with the so-called Nader factor. He 
didn’t. In fact, it appears that Gore didn’t see 
Nader coming and when the longtime con¬ 
sumer advocate started drawing big crowds, 


media attention, and potential voters, the 
Gore campaign did little to counteract it. 
Nader may have gotten only 3 percent of the 
vote nationally, but, in a close election, that 
was enough. Nader obviously did not have 
the strength of Ross Perot, who garnered 19 
percent of the popular vote in 1992 and prob¬ 
ably helped Clinton win the election. 
Where do we go from here? Well, 
we hope that whomever wins the 
White House will actively seek to 
bring bipartisanship to his adminis¬ 
tration. This means appointing people 
of the other party to Cabinet posts, 
and working with Congress to get 
legislation adopted. We also 
hope that the debate continues 
regarding election procedures 
so that the snafus that oc¬ 
curred in Florida can be avoided in future 
races. We would like to see the end of the in¬ 
famous “butterfly” ballot, and we hope 
more modern election equipment can be 
purchased throughout the country. Florida 
is not the only state that experienced “irreg¬ 
ularities” - they are part of virtually every 
election, and are only being examined be¬ 
cause this race was so close that, as President 
Clinton observed last week, no one can ever 
say that every vote doesn’t count. ▼ 




It ain’t over yet, get involved!

I t was the best of elections, it was the 
worst of elections. 

What we gained, of course, was an¬ 
other chance to seat five more progressives 
on the Board of Supervisors, to join Tom 
Ammiano who easily took his own District 
9. It also offers us a shot at turning the city 
around, a city that many of us feel is head¬ 
ing in the wrong direction. 

What we lost was Proposition N, a mea¬ 
sure that would have stopped most Ellis Act 
evictions. As it stands now, more and more 
people will receive eviction notices to make 
way for the conversion of their apartments 
into tenancies-in-common. It’s unfortunate 
that the issue divided the queer community. 
Many queers will be among those evicted. 
Home ownership is fine, but, in this case, at 
what cost? What kind of housing policy al¬ 
lows for homes to be provided to one group 
at the expense of another? Expensive homes, 
too, at an average price tag outside of the 
reach of most San Franciscans. 

Displacement was a big issue in the elec¬ 
tion, with Proposition L pitted against a last- 
minute effort by the mayor to pass a more 
developer-friendly version (Proposition K). 
At this writing, Proposition L was still in the 
running, but all of the ballots had not yet 
been counted. Whether Proposition L pass¬ 
es or fails, the issue of displacement and over 
development will not vanish, just as the issue 
of TICs will continue to divide the city, and 
especially the queer community. The bottom 
line is that thousands more could be dis¬ 


placed in the next year. The face of San Fran¬ 
cisco is being given a forced facelift that may 
soon leave it unrecognizable. 

The good news: in district races, a solid 
slate of anti-machine candidates, including 
Jake McGoldrick (District 1), Aaron Peskin 
(3), Matt Gonzalez (5), Chris Daly (6), 
and Eileen Hansen (8) shook up busi- 
ness-as-usual in City Hall, upsetting 
the mayor’s plan to elect his own 
yes-men and women. Peskin, Gon¬ 
zalez, and company will face ma¬ 
chine types on December 12 in a 
runoff that could reshape the 
board and the issues they 
deal with in the coming 
four years. With a board 
that is not at the mayor’s 
beck and call, future gen- 
trification and displacement could be 
slowed or halted. 

There’s much dissatisfaction in the city. 
It came to a head last year in the Ammiano 
for mayor campaign that sent a political 
tsunami throughout the country. The recent 
election may not have been as big a shock 
wave, but it was felt nonetheless in City Hall. 
It was another wake-up call for Willie. 

What we need to do now is reinforce that 
message by electing the progressive candi¬ 
dates we put into the runoff. It won’t be an 
easy task. The mayor and his cronies, in¬ 
cluding those in the queer community, will 
pull out all stops to get his folks onto the 
board. There’ll be tons of soft money avail¬ 
able to them, an endless amount of mailers 
sent out, and fluff pieces on the “lavender 
slate” in the queer press. We might even see 



more of those Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Club billboards in the Castro. 

All to convince us that voting for queer 
candidates, no matter what they do or do not 
stand for, is in our best interest. Ironic, isn’t it, 
that last November we heard the opposite 
from the Alice folks - that voting for Ammi¬ 
ano for mayor because he’s queer was not 
cool. Now, it’s “gonadal” politics all the way. 

But judging by the results of the 
November 7 election, you can’t 
, fool all the people all the time. 
Clearly, many of us understand 
that more is at stake here than 
the election of candidates 
simply because they’re 
queer. The real litmus test 
is where candidates stand 
on crucial city issues such 
as restricting dot-com office developments 
in the Mission and South of Market areas. 

Get involved with the race in your dis¬ 
trict. Work for Gonzalez, Daly, McGoldrick, 
Hansen, and Peskin. In District 11, help 
Geraldo Sandoval beat incumbent Amos 
Brown; in District 10, Sophie Maxwell will 
need support in outdistancing the mayor’s 
choice, Linda Richardson. 

Each of these campaigns will have to rely 
heavily on grassroots support, on precinct 
walking, on the tried-but-true method of 
standing on the corner with an ironing 
board and piles of literature and buttons. 

The clock is ticking. Get involved now! ▼

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GWB’s fuzzy election math 

In an effort to legitimize the suppression of voting 
rights, GWB supporters cite the 1996 ballot disquali¬ 
fication as evidence of a typical historical pattern of 
spoiled votes in Palm Beach County. This flawed rea¬ 
soning is abstracted from the actual differences be¬ 
tween the two elections. Unlike the disqualified 1996 
ballots, 19,000 disqualified ballots in 2000 are ab¬ 
solutely decisive in the presidential election. More¬ 
over, the 19,000 disqualified ballots are the direct 
product of a deceptive ballot structure that unfairly 
favored GWB at the expense of A1 Gore by a unique 
mismatch between the row for Gore and the corre¬ 
sponding punch-hole: the left-column second row of 
Gore lined up with the second punch-hole but 
matched with the third punch-hole. As a result, many 
Gore voters punched the second hole that counted for 
Pat Buchanan in the right-column first row. Upon 
seeing the deceptive layout, even more voters unwit¬ 
tingly double-punched to reassure their choice for 
Gore. 

In evaluating the fairness of this election, it is ir¬ 
relevant to determine the intention of the election su¬ 
pervisor who approved the deceptive ballot. It equal¬ 
ly irrelevant to determine the exact number and time 
of complaints filed with the county election office 
during the voting. It is of utmost significance to con¬ 
sider the fact that the election supervisor acknowl¬ 
edged the deceptive and GWB promotional effect of 
the ballot structure and distributed a flyer through¬ 
out the precincts warning voters that the 
arrangement of the column of presidential 
candidates mismatched the order of the 
punch-holes. 

In conclusion, the disenfranchisement 
of 19,000 people in Palm Beach County - 
the bulk of whom are black voters - un¬ 
derpins GWB’s presidential election. Re¬ 
alizing that the suppression of democ¬ 
racy is indispensable to presidential vic¬ 
tory, it is with intransigence that GWB opposes a truly 
fair Palm Beach County election revote. Contrary to 
the slander of GWB, this is not an “organized con¬ 
spiracy of Democrat sore losers,” but a movement to 
defend fundamental democracy. We oppose and re¬ 
sist the regression of Florida politics to an oppressive 
period during which elections had been routinely 
rigged against progressive candidates.

Our word-of-mouth campaign did well to focus at¬ 
tention on improving neighborhood and affirming 
diversity, especially in education and community fa¬ 
cilities. 

I feel we should now support Chris Daly, 
and urge you to consider voting for him 
I in the runoff. I promise to stay involved. 
I’ve loved participating, and meeting so 
many wonderful people. 

We had an excellent field. Chris Daly 
was best positioned on the most im¬ 
portant issue of low-income housing. 
Hank Wilson spoke to improving ser¬ 
vices for the homeless and contributed 
the inspiring theme of “we can do better.” Marc Sa¬ 
lomon emphasized decentralizing city government to 
improve neighborhood participation. Beryl Magilavy 
discussed the operational inadequacy of city govern¬ 
ment and the need to bring it up to professional stan¬ 
dards. 

I highlighted the impact of Mission Bay develop¬ 
ment, and suggested creating a “statue of diversity” on 
the waterfront both as a symbol and as a vehicle for 
constructing community facilities. I feel Chris Daly is 
best able to synthesize all these concerns. I read the 
voting not so much as a conflict between the mayor 
and everyone else, as a progressive versus liberal split. 
If we sum the votes to Daly, Wilson, Salomon, Denise 
D’Anne, Magilavy, and myself as progressives, and the 
votes to Chris Dittenhafer, Carol Ruth Silver, Davy 
Jones, and Joseph Blue as liberals, we have a more or 
less equal split reminding us of the national situation. 
I feel whoever wins the runoff will have to understand 
this full spectrum of voters. 

It’s as though we’ve just had a primary, and now 
the real election begins. Chris Daly, coming from the 
left, has to move right to capture the center. Chris Dit¬ 
tenhafer, coming from the right, has to move left to 
capture the center. Whoever keeps their base and also 
captures the center will win. 

Although I’m supporting Chris Daly, I feel it’s right 
to acknowledge that Chris Dittenhafer conducted 
himself with dignity and grace during the candidate 
forums. He was often attacked with hostile questions, 
and handled these well. I’m glad to have met Chris 
Dittenhafer, and would be happy to work with him if 
he happens to win. Still, Chris Dittenhafer did not ad¬ 
vance substantive positions during the forums, and 
he did not defend the mayor’s agenda. 

The mayor’s indifference to runaway development 
and the plight of low-income people remains as mys¬ 
terious as ever. The interests of the wealthy will not be 
served by the civil unrest that unchecked development 
will provoke. The mayor’s team doesn’t seem to get 
this. I am not persuaded that Chris Dittenhafer will 
be especially effective on the board in the back-room 
horse trading so important to coalition building. Hav¬ 
ing the mayor’s endorsement does not guarantee suc¬ 
cess on the board, as Alicia Becerril has shown. My 
discussions with the incumbents I’ve met during the 
campaign indicate that Chris Dittenhafer would be 
viewed as a beginner with little clout. 

In contrast, I feel Chris Daly has good political in¬ 
stinct. He already represents a coalition of diverse 
people from North Mission and the Tenderloin. If the 
coalition is widened to include more SOMA and 
South Beach folks, and recognizes their need to create 
neighborhood facilities where there used to be empty 
warehouses, and to provide quality education for the 
young families now starting to settle there, then his 
coalition will truly represent all of District 6. Chris 
Daly already has good rapport with some incumbents 
and some who are ahead in the runoff. Yes, Chris Daly 
is young. But so is the alternative. I pledge to help 
Chris Daly get elected, and to support his maturing 
into the leader our diverse neighborhood needs.

SF ‘political virgin’ shares thoughts 

I would like to talk about my experience as a virgin 
in San Francisco queer politics. 

Election time is upon us and many of us received 
political club endorsements in the form of slate cards. 
These are designed by clubs to guide voters at the 
polls, a tool many of us appreciate come voting time. 
In the past I’ve relied on either a trusted friend’s re¬ 
search of the propositions, issues, and candidates, or 
a Democratic slate card. My point is, I’m one of those 
folks who work a full time-plus job, a human services 
job where politics and public policy isn’t a daily focus, 
and not everyone has the time to personally do the 
footwork to learn how San Francisco politics oper¬ 
ates. 

However, this election 2000, my partner was a can¬ 
didate for office and I’ve been exposed to the ballot 
propositions, and candidates positions and qualifica¬ 
tions. Whether I want to or not, I have had to learn 
about machine politics, soft money, club endorse¬ 
ments, and what “beholden” means. 

I want to share one learning experience that was 
very disturbing. I attended the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club endorsement meeting. It 
was held in the private room of a local upscale restau¬ 
rant with about 40 members including a popular high 
paid political consultant. My partner and I weren’t in¬ 
vited to attend but rather were informed of the en¬ 
dorsement meeting by another candidate running in 
the same district as my partner. The incumbent su¬ 
pervisor was in attendance. 

The purpose of the meeting was to vote “yes” or 
“no” on a “lavender wave” slate, consisting of all gay 
candidates. I found it interesting that the Alice B. Tok¬ 
las Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club had chosen 
their endorsees without interviewing all the candi¬ 
dates, never mind not inviting them to present at the 
meeting themselves. 

The meeting began with angry statements from 
several members regarding the club’s candidate selec¬ 
tion process. It seemed that members weren’t pleased 
with endorsing the group as a whole but wanted the 
choice to vote for individuals in each district. The 
leaders and members argued and flailed around with 
Robert’s Rules of Order. It was almost comical. Sever¬ 
al members were not supporting the slate endorse¬ 
ment due to “T.A.” I finally figured out that “T.A.” re¬ 
ferred to Tom Ammiano. The leaders of this group 
chose to endorse someone they knew was a shoo-in 
to win, (Tom), as a campaign tactic, yet couldn’t even 
bring themselves to discuss him by name. 

I learned that evening that the Alice B. Toklas Club 
has a history of endorsing the candidates and propo¬ 
sitions endorsed or aligned with Mayor Willie Brown 
and his political machine. When I realized that, the 
antics at the meeting and endorsements became clear 
and started making sense, in a bizarre and disgusting 
sort of way. 

Mayor “W.B.” has done a poor job and despite 
what Alice may claim, they are aligned with his poli¬ 
cies. From now on, I am going to think for myself, and 
take the time to research the issues and candidates 
very carefully. The Alice Club slate card will fare well 
at the bottom of my bird cage.

This is regarding the recent article entitled “East 
Bay man on trial for complaining about HIV treat¬ 
ment” [November 2]. 

I read with interest the article in which you refer¬ 
ence an East Bay man’s attempt to receive care and 
lodge complaints at Alta Bates Medical Center in 
Berkeley. While I cannot discuss any person’s private 
medical or legal issues, I feel the need to respond to 
your article because it left the misleading impression 
that patients with difficult emotional or psychological 
problems cannot access care at our facility. 

Contrary to the article, we happily serve some the 
most medically and socially complex people with HIV 
in the Bay Area. Our two clinics serve over 1,000 pa¬ 
tients of all ethnicities, genders and sexual orientation 
with MediCal, private insurance, or uninsured. More 
than 50 percent of our clients have co-existent psy¬ 
chological or substance use issues. We love our pa¬ 
tients and we relish in the diversity and complexity of 
their lives that they share with us on a daily basis. We 
are used to the struggles and difficult adjustment is¬ 
sues inherent in living with HIV and we have ample 
on-site nurses, social workers, lawyers, therapists, hyp¬ 
notherapists, etc. to'help patients through these diffi¬ 
cult times. Although we will routinely “bend-over- 
backwards” for patients, the only line we ever draw in 
the sand is actual or threatened physical violence. We 
must do this for the protection of our other clients 
and our dedicated, hard working staff. As they have 
been for 14 years, our doors remain open to all those 
with HIV/AIDS who non-violently seek care.

D emocrat Al Gore? Republi¬ 
can George W. Bush? Ten 

days after the voters went to 
the polls to choose this country’s 
43rd president, the issue is no 
more settled as we go to press than 
it was the day after the election. 
With the nation’s electorate split 
evenly between Gore and Bush, 
the vote on November 7 produced 
an American presidential election 
the likes of which has never before 
been seen and unlikely to ever be 
witnessed again. 

With the eventual decision as 
to who wins the presidency ap¬ 
parently hinging on Florida’s bit¬ 
terly-contested 25 electoral votes 
— and with the real possibility 
that even some already-called 
states like Iowa, Wisconsin, and 
New Hampshire and other close 
states like New Mexico and Ore¬ 
gon, could see a recount and even¬ 
tually play a role in the naming of 
the next president — the Ameri¬ 
can presidential election process 
has turned into a modern-day po¬ 
litical quagmire. This week as legal 
teams for both Democrat Gore 
and Republican Bush went into 
action, challenging one Florida 
state rule after another, 
and as Florida’s secretary 
of state decided to certify 
the election results show¬ 
ing Bush with a lead of 
some 300 votes (out of 
6 million cast 
statewide) regardless 
of what the on¬ 
going hand 
count of votes 
in contested 
counties shows, the two cam¬ 
paigns exchanged highly-partisan 
salvos, attempting to one-up each 
other in the court of public opin¬ 
ion. It should be noted, inciden¬ 
tally, that the Florida secretary of 
state, Katherine Harris, is a Re¬ 
publican who was a Bush delegate 
to the national GOP convention 
and a person who is known as a 
fierce GOP partisan with a very 
close relationship to Florida Gov¬ 
ernor Jeb Bush, a brother of the 
Republican presidential nominee. 

It would appear, particularly to 
Gore partisans, that if Jeb could¬ 
n’t deliver his state’s electoral votes 
to big brother George, then one of 
his lieutenants (in this case, the 
GOP secretary of state) is only too 
willing to do it for him. Though 
Gore led Bush by more than 
200,000 votes in the national pop¬ 
ular vote, there is still a good 
chance that as the legal wrangling 
continues in Florida, and pending 
the outcome of votes counted 
from several thousand Floridians 
serving in the military and living 
overseas, that Governor Bush will 
be awarded the state’s 25 electoral 
votes, and, thus, the presidency. 

Regardless of who is declared 
the eventual winner in this bitter¬ 
ly-fought presidential election, the 
next president faces a highly par¬ 
tisan Congress and a country 
deeply divided. Will Gore or Bush 
be inaugurated on January 20? 
Possibly, but we might not even 
know a week from now. Like I said 
last week, however, the country 
will survive either way. 

Meanwhile, in Austin, Texas, 
and Washington, D.C., aides to 
both Bush and Gore are secretly 
laboring to assemble the men and 
women who make up the next 
Cabinet and White House staff as 
Democrats and Republicans alike 
work to shape the next president’s 
administration, despite the fact 
that we still don’t know who the 
43rd president will be. 


And, depending on the eventu¬ 
al outcome of this presidential 

mess, the Republican Party 
will remain in control 
- just barely - of the 
U.S. Senate. The line¬ 
up of the new Senate 
will likely be 51-49 
Republican (if Bush 
wins) or 52-48 (if Gore 
wins); one senatorial 
contest in the 
state of Wash¬ 
ington re¬ 
mains unde¬ 
cided, with the 
GOP incumbent slightly ahead. 

In the House of Representa¬ 
tives, the new Republican majori¬ 
ty appears to have been reduced to 
a 221-212 lineup with two inde¬ 
pendent members who usually 
vote with the Democratic minor¬ 
ity. Last week’s congressional elec¬ 
tions actually resulted in Democ¬ 
rats gaining two House votes and 
five, possibly six, Senate seats. 

Politics and people 

There will be four lesbians in 
the California Legislature starting 
in January and if you want a les¬ 
son in how to win - and win big - 
look at this: Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden (D) won her 13th 
District seat with a whopping 79 
percent of the vote; Christine 
Kehoe (D) won in San Diego’s 
76th District with 61 percent; Los 
Angeles City Councilmember 
Jackie Goldberg (D) ran unop¬ 
posed; and in L.A.’s 45th state Sen¬ 
ate District, Assemblywoman 
Sheila Kuehl won her Senate seat 
with an impressive 71 percent 
(Kuehl becomes the first-ever 
openly homosexual member of 
the state Senate). What a legisla¬ 
tive caucus those four should 
make. 

The November 7 election also 
saw three new Democratic women 
senators elected - Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton in New York, Deb¬ 
bie Stabenow in Michigan, and 
Jean Carnahan in Missouri, - 
making it the first time in history 
that the U.S. Senate will have 12 
women members (13 if Democrat 
Maria Cantwell wins the still un¬ 
decided race in Washington over 
GOP incumbent Slade Gorton). 

The California House of Rep¬ 
resentatives delegation (52 mem¬ 
bers) saw its Democratic edge rise 
to 32, compared to 20 GOP mem¬ 
bers, up from 27-25 Democratic 
prior to the election. History was 
also made in Delaware last week 


high school dropout, was elected 
that state’s first-ever woman gov¬ 
ernor. 

Green Party presidential candi¬ 
date Ralph Nader certainly played 
a part in last week’s presidential 
election, but what happened to 
Patrick Buchanan? Just four 
years ago Buchanan was a serious 
presidential candidate, winning 
the 1996 New Hampshire primary 
and coming close - for a while at 
least - to dethroning Bob Dole as 
the GOP nominee, and less than 
two years ago he was still an influ¬ 
ential member of CNN’s Crossfire 
program. Only days before last 
week’s election Buchanan could be 
found scrambling for attention on 
local TV news programs, and de¬ 
spite being awarded $12.6 million 
in federal election funds, 
Buchanan ended up merely an af¬ 
terthought on Election Day, except 
for those voters in Palm Beach 
County, some of whom may have 
accidentally voted for him because 
of the now well-known butterfly 
ballot. Really, it wasn’t supposed to 
be this way for the homophobic, 
anti-Semitic Buchanan; a year ago 
the plan was to eliminate competi¬ 
tion from Reform Party con¬ 
tenders like Donald Trump, take 
over the party’s $12.6 million fed¬ 
eral funds and storm the country, 
wrapped in the American flag, to a 
decent, if losing showing in the na¬ 
tional polls. Instead, “Pitchfork 
Pat” suffered through a couple of 
gallbladder operations, helped to 
badly fracture the Reform Party, 
and was barred from the national 
debates. He will never admit it, of 
course, but Buchanan’s biggest 
problem is that he and his hateful 
anti-gay, anti-Jewish, isolationist 
views have long passed. Now if 
only the egomaniac Nader could 
only get the message that despite 
his best efforts he could only gain 
an embarrassing 3 percent of his 
goal of 5 percent in the popular 
vote, perhaps he, like Buchanan, 
will soon understand that voters 
were telling him to simply go away. 

Regardless of who eventually 
becomes president, Florida’s bum¬ 
bling Governor Jeb Bush will long 
be viewed as the man who led a 
state so full of balloting snafus 
that it screwed up the entire pres¬ 
idential election. Or, as one Cali¬ 
fornia Democrat joked (well, I 
hope he was joking) a week after 
the November 7 election: “Junior 
will eventually get the White

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Gay media strikes out

T he presidential campaign 
laid bare a discomfiting fact: 
much of the gay media ap¬ 
pears incapable of covering poli¬ 
tics in a professional fashion. 
Whatever your political affiliation 
or ideology, that is troubling. 

Many of us rely heavily on gay 
newspapers and magazines to 
learn what politicians are saying 
and doing on specifically gay is¬ 
sues. For that reason, they have 
a special function and respon¬ 
sibility to their audience. 

This doesn’t mean gay 
media should be “even- 
handed” or “objective” 
in the sense that they must be 
indifferent between pro- and 
anti-gay positions or 
candidates. It does 
mean they have an 
obligation to try to be 
fair and genuinely informative 
about what are often complex 
matters. At a minimum, they 
should maintain some critical dis¬ 
tance from candidates and parties. 
They shouldn’t let advocacy be¬ 
come partisanship. 

Unfortunately, when covering 
the 2000 presidential race, many 
gay newspapers simply recited the 
candidates’ positions. Based on 
these recitations, they concluded 
- often in “news” stories rather 
than in editorials - that A1 Gore 
was by far superior. 

Little consideration was given 
to the candidates’ actual commit¬ 
ment (or ability) to translate 
words into actions, yet there were 
strong reasons to believe Gore was 
deficient on this score. During the 
campaign, the vice president al¬ 
most never mentioned his stands 
on things like employment dis¬ 
crimination laws and the anti-gay 
military ban. For that reason 
alone, Gore would hardly be in a 
position to claim a mandate on 
gay issues. The gay media rarely 
pushed its analysis that deep. 

The shortcomings of the gay 
press go beyond superficiality, 
however. There was rampant and 
clear bias. When George W. Bush 
said something plausibly anti-gay, 
for example by using religious- 
right code language to oppose 
“special rights,” the gay media 
rightly jumped all over it. But 
when Bush did or said something 
positive, gay newspapers dis¬ 
missed it or reacted cynically. 


A common complaint about 
Bush was that he would harm gay 
rights by appointing conservative 
ogres to the Supreme Court. It 
was an argument the gay press un¬ 
critically published again and 
again until it became convention¬ 
al wisdom. 

Yet this nightmare was greatly 
exaggerated. History demon¬ 
strates that presidents have little 
power to shape the direction of 
the Supreme Court. And, accord¬ 
ing to nonpartisan observers, 

Bush’s record on judicial ap¬ 
pointments as governor of 
Texas has been moderate. 
You wouldn’t have 
known either of those 
things from reading the 
gay press. 

At the same time, Gore got 
a free pass. When the 
vice president in¬ 
credibly professed to 
have no position on 
the Supreme Court’s decision al¬ 
lowing the Boy Scouts to exclude 
gays and said nothing against the 
policy itself, his evasions and cow¬ 
ardice were barely mentioned in 
the gay press. 

When it was disclosed that Gore 
had once cultivated a political rela¬ 
tionship with the rabidly anti-gay 
Reverend Fred Phelps, including 
sending Phelps tickets to the presi¬ 
dential inauguration in 1997, most 
gay news outlets ignored it. At least 
one gay paper, which never report¬ 
ed the original story, published a 
letter from a gay Democrat dis¬ 
counting it. If a grinning Bush had 
posed for pictures with Phelps, as 
Gore did, you can believe the 
photo would have run on the front 
page of many gay papers. 

In a sorry season of coverage, 
two egregious examples of parti¬ 
sanship and arrogance stand out. 
Unfortunately, they come from 
two of the most esteemed organs 
of the gay media. 

The Advocate, the oldest and 
largest-circulation gay news¬ 
magazine in the country, pub¬ 
lished what it called an interview 
with President Clinton. The re¬ 
porter who conducted it, Chris 
Bull, pitched nothing but softballs 
at the president. Questioning 
Clinton about the disastrous 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” military 
policy, for example, Bull excused 
the president’s fecklessness by 
blaming gays for the policy. This 
was too much even for the self-ag¬ 
grandizing Clinton, who respond¬ 


ed that there was plenty of blame 
to go around. 

That was bad enough, but it 
got worse. Andrew Sullivan, ar¬ 
guably the most influential open¬ 
ly gay writer in America today, ob¬ 
served that Bull’s interview 
showed the gay media is “not 
ready for prime time.” The Advo¬ 
cate responded by banning Sulli¬ 
van, a conservative, from its pages. 

Shortly before the election, the 
highly-respected Washington 
Blade published the results of a 
poll it commissioned on prospec¬ 
tive gay voters’ preferences. The 
poll found that only 2 percent of 
gays would vote for Bush. This 
conclusion was preposterous. In 
each of the past three federal elec¬ 
tions, between one-fourth and 
one-third of gays voted Republi¬ 
can. Yet the Blade didn’t question 
the anomalous result. 

Even after the election when a 
national exit poll showed that 25 
percent of gays voted for Bush (a 
figure that likely underestimates 
the actual gay Republican vote but 
is consistent with past exit polls), 
the Blade was still unapologetic. 
Instead, it republished its pre-elec¬ 
tion poll alongside the exit poll as 
if the two might be equally valid. 
The only explanation for this, 
other than haughtiness, is that the 
Blade simply cannot believe that a 
large segment of gay voters dis¬ 
agree with its editors’ political 
preferences. 

It wasn’t all bad. Reporters like 
Bob Roehr, writing for San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Bay Area Reporter and 
other papers, intelligently and 
fairly evaluated the claims made 
by partisans on both sides. Wash¬ 
ington’s Metro Weekly published a 
lengthy, illuminating, and bal¬ 
anced interview-debate between 
gay Democrat and gay Republican 
leaders. 

But these were exceptions. 
Cheer-leading editorials for Gore 
masquerading as news, tenden¬ 
tious criticism of Bush, ass-kissing 
interviews, bogus polls, and black¬ 
lists of dissenting writers carried 
the day. As citizens, we deserve 
better. ▼

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Of roses, apples, 
and the transgendered

, - - y mom always had the 
most wonderful rose 
i I bushes in the backyard of 
our home, filling a large flower 
bed with a number of different 
varieties. One thing I recall is the 
marked difference between the 
“old fashioned” and hybrid vari¬ 
eties. 

The hybrid roses, as a general 
rule, had little or no scent: the 
characteristic that best defines 
roses was lost in favor of larger, 
more extravagantly colored 
blooms. 

I was reminded of this while 
reading an article the other day 
on the plight of apple growers in 
the Pacific Northwest. Almost 50 
years ago, these farmers set out to 
create the perfect Red Delicious 
apple. One that would be uniform 
in size and color, large and crisp, 
and a bright, unvarying red. 

But they lost one vital thing in 
making this perfect apple: the 
taste. The very thing that makes a 
Red Delicious - well - delicious. 


Because of this, the apple indus¬ 
try is taking a major government 
bailout after three years of loss to¬ 
taling around $760 million. 

But, you ask, what does this 
have to do with being transgen¬ 
dered? 

In the last few years we have 
seen enormous strides in our un¬ 
derstanding of the structure of 
life. Cloning has been achieved, 
and via zygote microinjection we 
can manipulate life, creating 
things as fanciful as fluorescent 
bunny rabbits. We’ve even been 
able to grow a human ear on the 
back of a lab rat. 

We live in a world where the 
human genome has been 
mapped, and specific conditions 
have been located within it, al¬ 
lowing for them to be altered or 
eradicated. An Icelandic scientist 
has now pinpointed the gene for 
schizophrenia, which could lead 
to a cure. A group of San Diego 
researchers are also hard at work, 
studying DNA sequencing as a 
way to wipe out chromosomal 
abnormalities in embryos. 


This could well be a blessing, 
but one need only look back 100 
years to see that we’ve traveled 
down a similar path before. The 
world of 1900 was also one of 
great scientific leaps, including a 
heightened understanding of the 
evolution of life via Darwin’s Ori¬ 
gin of the Species. 

As Darwin unveiled the con¬ 
cept of “Survival of the 
Fittest,” it led many to a firm 
belief in Eugenics, the study 
of hereditary improvement 
of the human race by 
controlled selective 
breeding. 

Many carried 
Eugenics to an 
extreme. For ex¬ 
ample, many 
advocates of Eugenics in this 
country felt that our “stock” was 
slowly being weakened by the in¬ 
flux of so-called “lower races” 
from Europe. More than half the 
states introduced legislation to 
allow forced sterilization, and 
more than 60,000 Americans 
were sterilized because of Eugen¬ 
ics-based laws. 


Similar feelings gained a lot of 
popularity in Europe as well, 
leading up to the Third Reich’s ef¬ 
forts to rid Germany of those not 
of the supposed “master race.” I 
doubt I need to remind you that 
this included not only the Jewish, 
but also homosexual and trans¬ 
gendered individuals. 

There were also transgendered 
people who were interested in Eu¬ 
genics, such as Alan Hart, a fe- 
male-to-male medical doctor 
who pursued surgical interven¬ 
tion - hysterectomy - as part of 
the expression of their gender 
identity. Hart advised sterilization 
for anyone with “abnormal inver¬ 
sion.” In other words, someone 
such as Hart. He did, eventually, 
get the procedure. 

Today, Eugenics is largely un¬ 
heard of, having lost many of its 
followers when the atrocities of 
Nazi Germany came to light. But 
what beliefs may be formed in 
this era of glowing bunnies and 
rats with ears grafted to their 
backs? Will scientists locate and 
delete the “transgender gene,” and 


make way for gender-perfect peo¬ 
ple? And in doing so, will we lose 
something as vital as the taste of 
an apple, or the smell of a rose? 

I spoke with Katrina Rose, an 
attorney and transgender legal 
scholar in Minnesota, who re¬ 
minded me of an important fact. 
“Even if the genetic aspect of 
transgendered humanity is elimi¬ 
nated,” she said, “we won’t 
disappear. More and more 
research is showing that 
gender identity is, at least 
partially, a product of 
prenatal hormonal expo¬ 
sure - which may or may 
not be genetic 
in origin. 

“Even with 
a total absence 
of gene-based transgenderism,” 
she continued, “it’s more than 
conceivable that outside influ¬ 
ences might still cause XY fetuses 
to get too much estrogen and XX 
fetuses to get too much testos¬ 
terone.” 

Her words did not, I’m afraid, 
comfort me. I do believe that 
there may be more at work than 
simple genetics, but I suspect that 
many of those followers of Eu¬ 
genics did not adhere too closely 
to social Darwinism, and could 
see people of today following a 
similar path. 

A recent court case in Texas, 
Littleton v. Prang , illustrates this. 
The court determined that a 
male-to-female transsexual is, no 
matter what procedures they un¬ 
dergo, legally a man. The court’s 
decision was based on the as¬ 
sumption that Christie Lee Little¬ 
ton’s phenotypic sex is XY. No 
one bothered to test her before 
the verdict was handed down: 
they simply expected it to be. 

Maybe that is where it all ends 
up. The courts expected Christie 
Lee Littleton to be a man, and 
thus recreated her as one. And 
this is what has happened to Red 
Delicious apples in the Pacific 
Northwest, or the roses in my 
mom’s backyard. They were 
recreated to fit the expectations of 
others, and lost the very thing 
that made them special in the first 
place. 

Perhaps recreating transgen¬ 
dered people to fit the expecta¬ 
tions of others could make hu¬ 
manity as bankrupt as an apple 
grower in Washington. T

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Kissing and Kaposi’s sarcoma 


|| t may come as no surprise that 

the federal government is 
|| spending a disproportionate 
amount of funding trying to curb 
the spread of HIV among hetero¬ 
sexuals. 

But given the fact that rates of 
HIV infection among heterosexu¬ 
als appear to be falling - at a time 
when infection rates among gay 
and bisexual men are either stable 
or on the rise - researchers at the 
University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco are saying enough is enough. 

In “HIV Prevention: U.S. Pri¬ 
orities,” published in the October 
28 issue of Science , Joseph A. Cata¬ 
nia, Ph.D., and other researchers 
with UCSF’s Centers for AIDS 
Prevention Studies called for a 
major shift in priorities based on 
cost-effectiveness grounds. 

In the paper, the researchers as¬ 
sert that it would be far more effi¬ 
cient for federal prevention re¬ 
sources to be directed toward gay 
and bisexual men, rather than to¬ 
ward populations where HIV is 
clearly on the decline. 

“The cost-effectiveness of pre¬ 
vention efforts depends on the 
prevalence in the field,” said Cata¬ 
nia, speaking with the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

But after Catania and his col¬ 
leagues at CAPS conducted an ex¬ 
tensive analysis of HIV risk reduc¬ 
tion funding from the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention and the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health, they determined 
that funding priorities are being 
misplaced. Resources are being al¬ 
located based on old AIDS case 
data that looks at where the epi¬ 
demic was going in the past, 
rather than the best available HIV 
surveillance data that shows where 
the epidemic is going today. 

Men who have sex with men 
(MSM) accounted for 46 percent 
of AIDS cases in 1999 and yet re¬ 
ceived only 28 percent of HIV risk 
reduction funding, noted the re-

searchers. Meanwhile, risk reduc¬ 
tion for heterosexuals accounted 
for 31 percent of the spending 
even though heterosexual trans¬ 
mission accounted for just 17 per¬ 
cent of the cases. 

“The allocations would make 
more sense if one believes that the 
HIV epidemic is declining among 
men who have sex with men,” said 
Catania. 

“HIV prevalence and incidence 
declined during the 1980s for 
urban MSMs. However, HIV inci¬ 
dence plateaued for MSMs over 
the past decade, and incidence and 
prevalence generally remain at 
very high levels. In contrast, het¬ 
erosexual prevalence levels, which 
have always been very low (<1%), 
have declined over the past 
decade, suggesting that incidence 
has decreased during this time pe¬ 
riod,” wrote Catania and his co¬ 
authors in the Science paper. 

The researchers called for a 
shift from the current focus on 
AIDS and HIV case-based report¬ 
ing which gives a “window on the 
past” to an emphasis on sentinel 
surveillance systems that could 
provide “a much needed window

A kiss is just a kiss,” says the 
old song lyric, but it also 
can be a way that infections 
are transmitted. “Don’t kiss me, I 
have a cold,” starts to become a 
common phrase about this time 
of the year. And “mono” - 
mononucleosis, the malaise of 
teenagers - is known as “the kiss¬ 
ing disease.” Now add human her¬ 
pes virus 8 (HHV-8), the virus 
that causes Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS), 
to the list of infections spread 
through saliva associated with 
kissing. 

The research findings appeared 
in the November 9 edition of the 
New England Journal of Medicine. 
“Mucosal Shedding of Human 
Herpesvirus 8 in Men,” was based 
upon work by John Pauk and oth¬ 
ers at the University of Washing¬ 
ton in Seattle. Much of the re¬ 
search was presented at an AIDS 
malignancies conference in May at 
the National Institutes of Health, 
when this reporter first wrote on 
the subject. 

“One of the reasons people 
started looking in the mouth is 
because Kaposi’s sarcoma often 
shows up first as lesions in the 
mouth,” said Pauk. It also made 
sense because Epstein-Barr virus, 
which causes mono, is another 
member of the herpes virus fami¬ 
ly whose oral transmission is well 
established. 

About 20 percent of the 112 
gay men tested positive for HHV- 
8 in Seattle. The rate was double 
for those infected with HIV. At the

May conference, research leader 
Dr. Lawrence Corey spoke of a de¬ 
tailed sub-study of 27 gay men 
who carried HHV-8,11 also were 
HIV-positive. They took tissue 
and fluid samples once a week for 
four weeks. 

They found that more than half 
of the men shed virus in their sali¬ 
va at some point during the study. 
That was significantly higher than 
shedding found at any other body 
site. And the amount of virus 
being shed was 2.5 logs higher in 
saliva than in the next most active 
site. Each log increase is 10 times 
greater than the previous. 

A third group of gay men was 
asked to collect separate daily 
swabs from the genital, anal/rec¬ 
tal, and oral areas for 47 consecu¬ 
tive days. Corey and his colleagues 
were able to isolate HHV-8 DNA 
from 33.7 percent of the samples 


of saliva, but from only 1.3 per¬ 
cent of the anal samples and 0.3 
percent of the urethral samples. 

This pattern of HHV-8 virus 
actively replicating in the mouth 
but with little evidence of replica¬ 
tion in semen or in the rectum, 
mirrors what is found with the re¬ 
lated Epstein-Barr virus. 

Those who shed HHV-8 
seemed to do so rather consistent¬ 
ly. Men coinfected with HIV 
seemed more likely to shed HHV- 
8, but the study was too small to 
reach a definitive conclusion. 

The NEJM paper listed three 
independent risk factors for infec¬ 
tion with HHV-8. One is a history 
of sex with someone who has KS. 
Another is a history of deep kiss¬ 
ing with an HIV-positive partner. 
The final risk factor was use of 
amyl nitrite, or “poppers,” though 
the reason for this was unclear. It 
may be that poppers affect a bio¬ 
logical mechanism that makes one 
more vulnerable or it may be that 
men who use poppers engage in 
activities that put them more at 
risk. 


Hold the paranoia 

These research findings are sci¬ 
entifically interesting, but there is 
no reason to become paranoid 
about one’s daily life, researchers 
said. “In most people [HHV-8] 
seems to be a very benign virus 
like mono,” said Douglas Ward, an 
AIDS doctor in Washington, D.C. 
“You can’t say, have zero concern, 
but it isn’t something you should 
be changing your life for.” 

“Look at HSV-1,” the herpes 
simplex virus, said Ward, “85 per¬ 
cent of people carry it and don’t 
have problems. The same thing is 
true with KS. A lot of people carry 
the virus who don’t have KS.” A 
healthy immune system keeps 
most of the herpes family viruses 
under control most of the time. 
Problems tend to emerge as the 
immune response becomes se¬ 
verely compromised with ad¬ 
vanced age or disease. 

The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol (CDC) has said that there is 
insufficient data for them to issue 
guidelines on the risk of acquiring 
HHV-8 through deep kissing. T 


UCSF: More HIV 
surveillance needed 
among gays

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Rosenkrantz lawyer files suit against gov.

A ttorneys for gay prisoner 
Robert Rosenkrantz filed a 
lawsuit against Governor 
Gray Davis this week asking that a 
Superior Court judge overturn 
the governor’s decision that 
blocked Rosenkrantz’s parole. 

Rowan Klein, the private attor¬ 
ney representing Rosenkrantz, 
and Donald Specter, director of 
the nonprofit Prison Law Office, 
filed the suit on Tuesday, Novem¬ 


ber 14, with Los Angeles County 
Superior Court Judge Kathryne 
Ann Stoltz. 

Stoltz had previously ruled 
that Rosenkrantz had been un¬ 
fairly denied parole and ordered 
that the Board of Prison Terms re¬ 
lease him. Stoltz’s ruling was 
strongly affirmed by the 2nd Dis¬ 
trict Court of Appeals. The Board 
of Prison Terms reluctantly final¬ 
ized its parole order in September 
and sent it to the governor, who 
blocked Rosenkrantz’s parole late 
last month. If Davis had simply 


done nothing, Rosenkrantz would 
have been freed for the first time 
since his arrest 15 years ago for 
killing his basher in Calabasas, in 
Los Angeles County. 

The Rosenkrantz case has been 
a cause citibre for prisoners’ rights 
groups concerned over Davis’s 
hard line against parole. Davis 
once vowed to stop the parole of 
all convicted murderers. Since tak¬ 
ing office in January 1999, he has 
only allowed parole for one mur¬ 
derer, Rose Ann Parker, who was 
convicted of second-degree mur¬ 


der for killing her abusive 
boyfriend in 1985. 

Rosenkrantz was convicted of 
the 1985 shooting death of his for¬ 
mer high school classmate, 17- 
year-old Steve Redman. The 
shooting ended a chain of events 
that began a week earlier when 
Redman, along with 
Rosenkrantz’s younger brother, 
burst into a high school gradua¬ 
tion party hosted by Rosenkrantz, 
yelling “faggots.” Redman broke 
Rosenkrantz’s nose with a flash¬ 
light and later outed him to his fa¬ 
ther. 


A week after the attack, the 18- 
year-old Rosenkrantz confronted 
Redman outside Redman’s home. 
According to Rosenkrantz’s testi¬ 
mony, he demanded Redman 
come with him to his parents’ 
house and take back his outing. 
Rosenkrantz was carrying an Uzi 
and threatened to shoot up Red¬ 
man’s car if he didn’t comply. The 
two argued and Rosenkrantz 
opened fire, shooting Redman 10 
times. He eventually turned him¬ 
self in, was convicted of second- 
degree murder, and sentenced to 
17-years to life. T

then held a meeting on national 
television and voted 2-1 to pro¬ 
ceed with a countywide hand re¬ 
count.

on the future.” 

“All the AIDS case data has be¬ 
come completely useless,” Catania 
noted. “I’m not the first person to 
realize that.” 

“If you look at AIDS cases, 
there is a decline in cases among 
MSMs and an increase in hetero¬ 
sexual cases. However, if you look 
at the incidence of HIV, meaning 
the rate of new infections, and the 
prevalence of HIV, meaning the 
proportion of individuals in a 
population infected with the dis¬ 
ease, you get a different picture. 
There seems to be a decline among 
heterosexuals and stable or in¬ 
creasing rates among MSMs,” said 
Catania, the paper’s lead author 
and an assistant professor of med¬ 
icine with UCSF CAPS. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, our focus has been on 
AIDS cases, which give a picture 
five to 10 years out of phase with 
the epidemic. Frankly, we’ve lost 
track of the disease. 

“This is my frustration, is that 
we don’t have high quality data, 
and we can’t get the NIH and 
CDC to fund this research,” Cata¬ 
nia said. “What we need is four 
good surveys in every high risk 
population over the next 10 years.” 

A developmental psychologist, 
Catania said he also worries about 
the complete lack of information 
or research on the population at 
greatest risk: young people. 

“The challenge is really to focus 
on gay children and gay adoles¬ 
cents who really need a lot of nur¬ 
turing and care to deal with their 
emerging sexuality,” Catania said. 

But the researchers said that 
now is the time for the federal 
government to catch up with the 
science and try to get ahead of the 
ball, if for no other reason, than 
simply to save money that would 
otherwise have to be spent on pre¬ 
venting more infections and car¬ 
ing for more people with HIV 
down the line. 

“The financial costs of collect¬ 
ing probability-based samples and 
biological data present barriers to 
many local communities. Howev¬ 
er, oral HIV testing and ‘detuned’ 
assays are methodological devel¬ 
opments that reduce data, collec¬ 
tion costs. In addition, the high 
costs of obtaining probability 
samples can be decreased,” said the 
CAPS researchers.

told him early on in his career. 

“Flynn told him, ‘If I die with 
more than $10 in my pocket, I 
haven’t done a good job of it.’ And 
Raymond remembered that and 
used to tell me about that all the 
time. 

“He was making great 
amounts of money but he would 
use it up as fast as he made it. He 
would use it up before he got it. 
He would be sending people on 
trips and taking people with him 
and going everywhere and having 
big parties, and he never spent any 
money on himself per se.” 

Countless charities benefited 
from Burr’s generosity. He built a 
school for local children in Fiji 
and financed the education for 30 
Fijian children in the United 
States. 

Despite the current financial 
challenges, Benevides is optimistic 
of keeping the business going. 

“I do feel very positive about 
what’s happening now,” said 
Benevides. “The wines are going 
to sell themselves. I’m not a 
Pollyanna but I know if we can 
make the wonderful wines that 
we’re making, and we can sell 
them, then we’ll be all right.” 

Benevides believes living in the 
vineyard may have lengthened 
Burr’s life. With one glimpse of 
the breathtaking view of the hill¬ 
side vineyard and Bradford 
Mountain, it’s easy to see why. 

But Burr may have hastened 
his death through his own selfless 
spirit. In January 1993, at the age 
of 75, he was diagnosed with pan¬ 
creatic cancer. He delayed an op¬ 
eration so he could finish televi¬ 
sion movies featuring Perry 
Mason and Ironsides out of a 
sense of obligation to the produc¬ 
tion crew. 

“He did feel like he would be let¬ 
ting the people down if he didn’t do 
as much as he could,” said Benev¬ 
ides. “He worked the last couple of 
shows in great pain because of the 
cancer. But he would still joke on 
the set and still do all the things he’s 
always done. Nobody knew what 
great pain he was in.” 

Burr died on September 12, 
1993, as he would have wanted it, 
at home and alongside Benevides. 

Benevides vividly recalled two 
strange but reassuring things that 
happened on the night after Burr’s 
death. 

“You don’t have to put this in 
your article,” he said, “people will 


think I’m nuts. 

“He used to wear YSL cologne. 
When I went from one part of the 
room to the other, there was kind 
of a cloud in the middle of the 
room that was pure YSL. I just 
thought that was him.” 

That same night, Benevides re¬ 
membered with fondness stand¬ 
ing in front of Burr’s sink in their 
double-sink bathroom. 

“The lights went out. And I 
walked out of the room and the 
lights came back on again in 
about an hour. They’ve never 
gone off again since then. 

“I felt that it was him telling 
me that he’s still here but maybe I 
thought that because that’s what I 
wanted. You know I needed that in 
those days to get me through. It 
was just so obvious to me what it 
was. And I didn’t imagine it. It 
wasn’t something I wanted to 
imagine. It was something that 
happened. And it wasn’t scary. I 
wasn’t frightened because I had a 
sense that he was doing it just to 
let me know he was there.” 

Burr and Benevides first met in 
1955 when Benevides, then 25, de¬ 
livered a script to Burr. That was 
two years before the debut of the 
Perry Mason series. Benevides met 
Burr for a second time about four 
years later when he acted in a 
Perry Mason episode. Benevides 
played the part of a casino pit 
boss. Burr later hired Benevides to 
write for the show and eventually 
he worked as Burr’s producer. 

Benevides said Burr believed 
he had no choice but to hide his 
sexuality if he wanted to continue 
to work. 

“He was very old fashioned in 
that the only way that he ever felt 
that he could be a leading man 
was to be unbesmirched and that 
he would not be accepted any 
other way,” he said. “And it’s true. 


In Hollywood, they are very ho¬ 
mophobic. Although it’s basically 
run by gay people even the gays 
have their homophobia. They’re 
still dealing with the same kind of 
idea that you can’t be gay and play 
a husband. It’s supposed to be act¬ 
ing but you don’t get that kind of 
mentality yet. It may come. It may 
not.” 

At the end of Benevides’s 
hourlong interview with the 
B.A.R. y he stood up and glanced at 
a portrait of Burr, as Benevides re¬ 
membered him most, dressed 
simply in what he usually wore 
when he wasn’t in front of a cam¬ 
era: denim pants, a white shirt, 
and a denim jacket. 

“Needless to say, I think of him 
everyday,” said Benevides. “It’s a 
hole that will never be filled. 

“If you have just one person that 
loves you that unconditionally in 
your life you are very lucky.” T

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Gay and lesbian 
candidates did well 
on Election Day

G ay and lesbian candidates 
endorsed and financially 
supported by the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund did very 
well on Election Day. Some 24 
won outright, one is headed for a 
runoff, and three are close enough 
to wait for a full count of absentee 
ballots. That is a pretty good re¬ 
turn on 39 endorsements. 

But Victory Fund Executive Di¬ 
rector Brian Bond was not in a brag¬ 
ging mood when he sat down for an 
interview; his tone was more reflec¬ 
tive. “When I first took this job, I met 
with Ellen Malcolm [founder of 
Emily’s List, which supports pro- 
choice Democratic women running 
for Congress]. People tend to put 
things in terms of wins and losses, 
percentages. She said, that is not 
what is important. What is impor¬ 
tant is what is historic. 

“So when you have a new and 
first time openly gay state rep 
[Chris Kolb] going to the Michigan 
state Legislature, that is historic,” 
said Bond. “When you have a Karla 
Drenner going to the Georgia state 
Legislature, that is historic.” 

Bond said that the presence or 
absence of GLBT legislators affects 
the type of legislation that 
emerges from those chambers. He

points out that four of the five 
states that passed pro-gay legisla¬ 
tion this year had openly gay 
members, while three of the four 
states that passed anti-gay laws 
had no GLBT representation. 
“Who is going to speak better for 
us,” he asks, “a friend or our own?” 

Another trend he sees is that “we 
are moving out of the cities.” Some 
of the most interesting successes 
have been in areas far from the gay 
ghettos. Bond speaks with pride and 
awe of Julia Boseman, elected to the 
New Hanover County Commis¬ 
sion, which includes Wilmington, 
North Carolina. “She probably ran 
the most modern campaign that 
county has ever seen,” said Bond. 
Most people would have been 
happy winning the third of three 


seats, but Boseman beat out an in¬ 
cumbent to top the list. 

Gay baiting is still going on, 
but generally the volume has been 
turned down, and is much subtler. 
He used an example from Tammy 
Baldwin’s re-election race for 
Congress in Wisconsin. “The code 
word to me was ‘special interest 
money,’ meaning money from 
outside the district that came 
mainly from gays and women.” 
More heavy-handed approaches 
often backfire as American voters 
become more comfortable with 
gay and lesbian candidates. 

California dreaming 

Gerrie Schipske still has her fin¬ 
gers crossed that she can pull out a 
victory in the 38th Congressional 
District of California. Incumbent 
Republican Steve Horn has not yet 
declared victory and Schipske is 
pinning her hopes on the remain¬ 
ing absentee ballots that were de¬ 
livered to polling places on Elec¬ 
tion Day. She is down by almost 
2,000 votes and would have to do 
extremely well among that seg¬ 
ment to pull off the upset. 

Bond is not surprised by the 
tightness of the race. Many 
thought that Schipske would not 
win the Democratic primary, but 
she did, and “came out of it with

What to do when 
the bills come in

Dear AIDS Legal Referral Panel, 

I stopped working in 1992, when 
I was diagnosed with AIDS and my 
doctors gave me less than two years 
to live. I’m still here. 

Eight years ago, I had perfect 
credit and lots of cards - since then, 
I have basically lived off of them, up 
to their limits. Now, my sole source 
of income is government benefits. 

Yesterday, I got another letter 
from a collection agency. Needless to 
say, I cant pay them anything. 
What do I do, as I’m living in 

Credit Bondage 

In San Francisco 

Sound familiar? Are you facing 
a mountain of debt? Not much 
hope of paying it off? With a little 
knowledge and a little help, you 
can go a long way toward relieving 
the stress you’re experiencing. 

Get your hands on it 

You need to know where you 
are. Ordering your credit report is 
a great place to start. You can get a 
copy of your credit report by con¬ 
tacting one of the three main 
credit reporting agencies: Exper- 
ian (formerly TRW), 1-888-397- 
3742; TransUnion, 1-800-851- 
2674; or Equifax, 1-800-685-1111. 

Secret: Experian’s report is con¬ 
sidered to be the most consumer- 
friendly, and is actually designed to 
be almost readable. Good news: at 
worst, it will only cost you $8 to get 
one. At best, it is free, if for exam¬ 
ple you receive government bene¬ 
fits. Check to see if you qualify. 

Don’t worry (yet) if your cred¬ 
it report looks bad. First, see if any 
negative information is over seven 
years old or incorrect. Mistakes on 
credit reports are common: you 
absolutely have the right to dis¬ 
pute anything you believe was re¬ 
ported in error. Do it! The report 
should give you instructions for 
filing your dispute. 


Second, even if what they say 
about you is true, talk back. You 
are entitled to add a 100-word 
statement to your credit file, ex¬ 
plaining a particular entry. Here, 
for example, you can explain that 
your medical bills went into col¬ 
lection only because the insurance 
company took so long haggling 
over the claim. 

You can also request that the 
credit bureau send the statement 
to anyone who received a copy of 
your report within the previous 
six months. 

Play it up 

You are also entitled to try and 
overshadow negative notations by 
adding any missing credit histories 
of accounts you do pay on time. 

The wolf is at the door 

Sure, creditors have a right to 
contact you, but it is illegal for 
them to harass you. For example, 
under the law, bill collectors can¬ 
not use obscene or profane lan¬ 
guage, threaten to harm you, your 
relatives or friends, repeatedly use 
the telephone to annoy you, 
threaten to get your public bene¬ 
fits cut off, and so on. If you feel 
you have been harassed, get help. 
ALRP is one good source: we can 
show you how to write a letter to 
protect your rights. 

You can’t get blood 
from a turnip 

One of your most powerful 
weapons in keeping the wolf at 
bay is explaining to your creditors 
that you are “judgment proof.” Ba¬ 
sically, this means that your prop¬ 
erty is “exempt,” that is, it can’t be 
taken by your creditors to pay 
what you owe them. If you receive 
government benefits like SSI, have 
limited personal property, and 
own no or limited real estate, you 
are probably judgment proof. 

More good news 

You don’t have to do any of this 
alone. If you’re looking at your fi¬ 
nances and find yourself cringing 
when the phone rings or not 
wanting to look in your mailbox, 
you need an ally. ALRP is around 
to help you get on your way out of 


credit bondage - and so are other 
organizations, like Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service 
(CCCS), which does a wonderful 
job of negotiating lower payment 
plans, consolidating your debt, 
and (often) getting interest and 
late charges dropped. 

If you have more than a small 
fistful of creditors, you may want 
to consider bankruptcy. Bank¬ 
ruptcy is actually a simple proce¬ 
dure that involves filing some pa¬ 
pers, paying a $200 court fee and 
usually some attorney fees. If you 
cannot afford to pay the filing fee 
all at once, you may apply to pay it 
in three installments. 

When you emerge from the 
bankruptcy process, you keep 
your exempt property (such as 
your home, pensions, some per¬ 
sonal property, public benefits, in¬ 
surance, tools, and some wages) 
but your debts (with some notable 
exceptions) are wiped out (Chap¬ 
ter 7) or restructured (Chapter 
13). Chances are you’ll need some 
help deciding if bankruptcy is 
right for you - it is a great solution 
for many people, but requires 
some follow-through. 

Since 1983, ALRP has provid¬ 
ed free and low-cost legal services 
for people with HIV in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. ALRP pro¬ 
vides direct services and referrals 
to HIV-sensitive panel attorneys. 
ALRP can assist you in a variety of 
matters, including credit and 
bankruptcy, insurance and em¬ 
ployee benefits, wills and powers 
of attorney, landlord-tenant rela¬ 
tions and housing issues, govern¬ 
ment benefits, employment, con¬ 
fidentiality, and establishing child 
guardianship. This article is not 
intended as legal advice for your 
specific situation.

very little money.” She “put to¬ 
gether a good field operation and 
ran a hell of a race,” he said. 

The results were sunnier for 
the other major lesbian candidates 
on the ballot in California. Sheila 
Kuehl stepped up from the state 
Assembly to become the first 
openly gay or lesbian person elect¬ 
ed to the state Senate, with an as¬ 
tounding 71 percent of the vote. 
Jackie Goldberg faced no general 
election opponent in moving 
from the Los Angeles City Council 
to the Assembly, Christine Kehoe 
made a similar transition in San 
Diego, with 61 percent of the vote, 
while in San Francisco, Carole 
Migden returned to the Assembly 
with 79 percent of the vote. 

“Doubling our representation 
in Sacramento is going to have a 
tremendous impact on moving 
legislation next year,” said Bond. 
Governor Gray Davis has 
promised to be more open to 
those moves and not veto pro-gay 
bills as he did this year. 


Arizona booms 

Arizona has an unusually high 
number of openly gay elected offi¬ 
cials for a state of its size. The even 
more unusual fact is that most of 
them are Republicans. Jim Kolbe 
was thought to be in trouble, tar¬ 
geted by the Democratic National 
Congressional Committee as one 
of the seats they needed to win to 
gain control of the House. But 
with a strong campaign he swept 
back into Congress with 60 per¬ 
cent of the vote, while his Demo¬ 
cratic opponent garnered just 35 
percent with the balance going to 
two minor party candidates. “This 
should permanently take him off 
the target list,” said Bond. 

State Representative Steve May, 
also a member of the Army Re¬ 
serves who is being prosecuted 
under “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” han¬ 
dled his re-election bid in the heav¬ 
ily Republican district like a pro. 
“Everybody in the community 
came together to help him raise the 
resources early, which sent a signal 
to the local Republican Party,” said 
Bond. He was able to scare off any 
serious primary challenge and 
coast to an easy re-election. 

State Representative Ken 


Cheuvront had no primary wor¬ 
ries and an equally easy November 
romp in his heavily Democratic 
district. The day after the election 
he was chosen Democratic leader 
of the 24-member delegation in 
the 60-member Arizona House of 
Representatives. 

Furthermore, the two leading 
homophobes in the Legislature 
were defeated at the polls. “It says 
a lot about Arizona, that they will 
take only so much ranting,” said 
Cheuvront. One of the Republi¬ 
cans lost her re-election bid in a 
heavily Republican district while 
the other lost in an attempt to 
move to the Senate. 

The icing on the cake may be 
election of a third openly gay state 
representative, Ed Poelstra, who 
ran below the radar screen of the 
national organizations. He eked 
out a 138-vote margin of victory 
to claim the second seat in a two- 
member district when the Green 
candidate drew enough votes 
from the second Democrat. Poel¬ 
stra is a Republican, a fact that 
does not please Cheuvront, but “at 
least he’s gay.” A recount is auto¬ 
matic in such close outcomes be¬ 
fore the vote is certified. ▼

Vermont Governor Howard 
Dean (D), who earlier this year 
signed the law granting same-sex 
couples most of the rights and 
privileges of marriage, was re¬ 
elected to a fifth term despite a 
hard-fought campaign waged by 
those who opposed the civil 
unions for gays and a GOP nomi¬ 
nee for governor who made her 
opposition to gay rights her major 
campaign issue. 

All three openly gay House of 
Representatives members - 
Tammy Baldwin (D-Wisconsin), 
Barney Frank (D-Massachu- 
setts), and Jim Kolbe (R-Ari- 
zona) were easily re-elected to 
their House seats last week. 

Democrat Gerrie Schipske, 
an openly lesbian candidate from 
California’s 38th Congressional 
District, trailed her incumbent 
GOP opponent by less than 1,700 
votes with some absentee ballots to 
be counted and it appears she will 
fall just short of winning that race. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton made 
history in New York state in win¬ 
ning her U.S. Senate race not only 
by being the first first lady ever to 
win any election, but also by being 
the first woman ever elected to the 
U.S. Senate from New York. 

Incidentally, speculation has 
already begun as to where in 
Washington Senator-elect Clinton 


will live once she takes over her 
Capitol Hill duties and leaves the 
White House. Aides to Mrs. Clin¬ 
ton say she “definitely will not” be 
moving to the Watergate, the dis¬ 
trict’s power condo facility where 
one Monica Lewinsky once 
lived. 

Voters in Mendocino County, 
California decided it’s high time 
to partially decriminalize their 
most valued cash crop - marijua¬ 
na; in the first such ballot measure 
in the nation, voters easily passed 
Measure G that allows residents of 
the North Coast (Ukiah area) 
county to cultivate up to 25 mari¬ 
juana plants apiece. Measure G 
faced no organized opposition 
and passed on November 7 with 
58 percent of the vote. Mendoci¬ 
no becomes the first community 
to sanction growing cannabis. 
Measure G doesn’t mean marijua¬ 
na is completely legal in Mendo¬ 
cino County - state and federal 
drug laws still apply, as well as the 
limitations to 25 plants, leaving 
one to ask if the grass is really 
greener this side of Election Day. 

San Jose elected its first openly 
gay city councilmember, the pop¬ 
ular Ken Yeager, in the city’s 6th 
District. 

Last Tuesday’s election saw the 
Democratic Party, already in firm 
control of Sacramento, picking up 
one state Senate seat from the 
GOP (Democrat Tom Torlakson 
took a seat away from GOP in¬ 
cumbent Richard Rainey in the 
East Bay’s 7th District), while the 
Democrats also picked up three 
previously Republican seats in the 
Assembly, making the Democrats 
very strong with a 26-14 majority 
in the state Senate and a huge 50- 
30 majority in the Assembly. Inci¬ 
dentally, 32 members of the As¬ 
sembly will be newly elected when 
the Legislature convenes in Janu¬ 
ary. Meanwhile, last week’s voting 
left just one very lonely Republi¬ 
can holding either a legislative or 
congressional seat in the entire 
Bay Area - Contra Costa County’s 
Assemblywoman Lynn Leach 
was re-elected. 

At the same time, Oakland As¬ 
semblywoman Audie Bock, the 
Assembly’s only independent 
member, who won election last 


year as a Green Party candidate, 
took a whipping as she was wiped 
out of her 16th District seat by 
Democrat Wilma Chan by a 
whopping 68-22 percent. 

In other California contests, 
Superior Court Judge Dick Mur¬ 
phy, a conservative Republican, 
became mayor of San Diego in 
that city’s nonpartisan election 
and City Councilmember 
Heather Fargo, a Democrat, is 
the new mayor of Sacramento, 
while actor Alan Autry, who 
played “Bubba” in the TV series In 
The Heat of The Night was elected 
the new mayor in Fresno. 

Nationally, 50.7 percent of the 
country’s eligible voters, or 104.5 
million people, cast ballots No¬ 
vember 7, up slightly from 49.1 
percent of eligible voters who cast 
ballots in 1996. 

Incidentally, early on Election 
Day morning (even before she 
had voted) I spoke with Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, who told me: 
“Watch Florida, Wayne, what hap¬ 
pens there tonight will be very 
important.” 

And how about the networks’ 
sorry performance on election 
night? It was pretty amusing 
watching CBS’ Dan Rather try to 
make excuses for his and his net¬ 
work’s screw-ups; Rather used 
every alibi he could think of - 
“early indications were premature, 
exit polls were wrong, absentee 
ballots weren’t yet counted, the 
number of overseas ballots is un¬ 
known,” etc. Only NBC’s Tom 
Brokaw had the honesty and 
grace to say what everyone was 
thinking about the networks foul- 
ups. Brokaw: “We don’t just have 
egg on our face, we have an 
omelet.” 

Finally, my “Quote of The 
Week” (well, actually there are a 
couple). Mayor Willie Brown on 
why voters had such a difficult 
time deciding between George W. 
Bush and A1 Gore: “It’s the insuf¬ 
ficient versus the insufferable.” 
Then there’s the GOP’s Dick Ch¬ 
eney on having lived in Washing¬ 
ton: “One of the things I had to 
get used to in Washington - and 
still haven’t - is that everybody 
kisses everybody else.” 

And how was your week? ▼

statewide. 

Hallinan is the only D.A. in the 
state who supported the measure, 
a position that has once again 
earned him a “soft on crime” rep¬ 
utation from some law enforce¬ 
ment agencies and others, a criti¬ 
cism he dismisses as ignorance. 

“They get this mindset that 
prosecuting is all there is to do, 
whereas I feel our job is to reduce 
crime and reduce recidivism, 
which is what this does,” said Hal¬ 
linan, who is proposing that San 
Francisco add job training and 
family counseling to the new law’s 
treatment mandate, since detox is 
often “just the beginning” for peo¬ 
ple hoping to reshape their lives. 

“Simple possession is the sec¬ 
ond leading cause of a three 
strikes conviction,” lamented Hal-

linan. “Instead of sending people 
to be disposed of as criminals, this 
law tries to give them a good sec¬ 
ond chance.” 

Officials have also worried that 
there will not be enough room in 


California’s “already overcrowd¬ 
ed” treatment programs for newly 
convicted offenders, but that con¬ 
cern is rarely a factor when the 
topic is overcrowded prisons, 
where the solution is always, “cre¬ 
ate more.” 

Hallinan’s November 29 meet¬ 
ing is open to the public and will 
be held at the West Bay Confer¬ 
ence Center, 1290 Fillmore, from 
8:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. A host of com¬ 
munity leaders will be on hand, 
including the newly-appointed 
Kathryn Jett, head of California’s 
Department of Alcohol and Drug 
Programs, and judicial represen¬ 
tatives from the state of Arizona, 
where a similar diversion law was 
passed four years ago, and has re¬ 
portedly been successful. 

“It will be a working session, to 
Figure out what the definition of 
treatment will be under Prop. 36,” 
said Hallinan, “and to determine 
where we will go from here.” ▼

t ain’t all that much,” says An- 
! drew Pusser (pronounced 
Pew-Say) of the number of 
complaints his Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment receives per year about wild 
alligators in Palm Bleach County, 
Florida. 

Andrew Pusser, you see, is an 
alligator wrangler. 

Pusser says his county 
gets hundreds of calls, 
while the state gets 14,000 
complaints a year, less than 
the 19,000 tossed-out votes 
that were mangled in the 
riech direction this year. 

Mr. Pusser catches 
gators that waddle up 
onto golf courses and 
parking lots. It is only 
occasionally glam¬ 
orous, usually when 
it’s videotaped. When a pair of 
boys in Tallahassee got $20,000 
from Dagwood Rashad’s Real TV 
on Fox, for videotaping a gator 
chomping down on a local pet, 
more kids started baiting the scaly 
creatures into performing tricks. 

Pusser had no problem posing 
with a gator for an automobile ad 
(see pic #1) after his talents were 
displayed on Damn, That's Amaz¬ 
ing!, but who’s counting? 

Feeding an alligator is fine¬ 
worthy, up to $500, less than giv¬ 
ing cigarettes to a minor, but no¬ 
body’s been arrested for that, or 
fixing elections yet. 

Over a million gators live in 
Florida, not counting the gangs of 
CIA retirees who dump boxes and 
boxes of votes in Democratic 



counties, and feed them to those 
gators. 

“We been cullin’ gators for 
years.” Pusser smirks. “And them 
Jewish votes, too.” 

Mr. Pusser remains unfazed by 
the mutually incompetent coups 
being waged by both corporo-par- 
ties. He is a strong supporter of 
both GOPers, Jeb and W. They go 
way back, “like snaketree roots” he 
says.

Scouts. The elections are often 
field in churches. Baptist church¬ 
es. Southern Baptist churches. 
These men save lives, so we can 
trust them. 

But we’re talking about gator 
wrestling as sport, since face it, 
half the country who call them¬ 
selves “sportsmen” are white men 
with guns who shoot “aminals.” 

One Florida resident, John 
Bonet, was almost arrested for - 
and his home videos show him - 
feeding an alligator.

Catching up mith 
singer/songwriter 
[Delisso ferrick

U pstairs at the Last Day Saloon, the 
names of artists who have passed 
through on gigs cover the walls like 
shingles lining a roof. There’s everybody 
from local one-hit-wonder Greg Kihn to 
the up-and-coming Sister 7, to those who 
have made it, like blueslegends John Lee 
Hooker and Etta James. The night of No¬ 
vember 4 saw Melissa Ferrick take the 
venue’s stage and play to a sold-out 
crowd, which was sweaty, dancing, and 
packed in close. When Ferrick’s shingle 
goes up, where will time place her, an out 
-singer/songwriter with a large and very 
loud lesbian following? 

In the early 1990s, Ferrick’s star rose 
rapidly. Morrissey caught her act and 
hired her to open for him. On the 
strength of these performances, Atlantic 
Records signed Ferrick, bankrolling lav¬ 
ish productions of Massive Blur (1993) 
and Willing to Wait (1995), both critical¬ 
ly acclaimed albums. Ferrick, then 20 
years old, seemed on the verge of explod¬ 
ing into superstardom. 

But the albums didn’t sell. Part of the 
problem was Atlantic’s not promoting her 
aggressively, concedes Ferrick. We’re sit¬ 
ting on the patio outside her hotel room 
on the Sunday afternoon following her gig 
at the Last Day Saloon. We’re drinking 
decaf coffee and occasionally have to 
shout over the engines of planes taking off 
from San Francisco International. Fer¬ 
rick’s decked out all in black for a photo 
shoot scheduled for 5 p.m. 

Her tour manager, Jen Perry, offers her 
a cigarette, hangs outside with us for a bit, 
then goes back inside. It’s chilly out, but 
the hotel bar was too loud for conversa¬ 
tion with the Niners game blaring on TV. 

“It’s like my career has been back¬ 
wards,” Ferrick continues. “I seemed to 
get all the opportunities at the beginning. 
And now I’m paying all these dues. You 
know what I mean? But should have, 
been, could have been, would have been 
doesn’t matter.” 

Ferrick is nowhere near bitter, despite 
the melancholy lines from her song 
“North Carolina,” in which she sings of 
sitting in her hotel room with the televi¬ 
sion on mute, listening to the radio play¬ 
ing all of her money-making peers. “I 
take complete, full responsibility for what 
happened to me,” she says, hunching for¬ 
ward, frowning, her forehead wrinkling 
in thought. “In hindsight, I’m sure it hap¬ 
pened for a reason. At the time, I just did¬ 
n’t understand why I wasn’t a rock star. I 
thought, ‘What’s wrong with everybody?’

O ver the course of two discs, Talk Normal: 
The Laurie Anderson Anthology (Warner 
Archives/Rhino) attempts to present a con¬ 
cise compilation of performance artist Laurie 
Anderson’s Warner Brothers recordings. The an¬ 
thology begins with the groundbreaking single 
“O Superman,” which was initially released in¬ 
dependently and then found a place on her first 
album, and continues through the full-length 
discs Big Science, United States Live, Mister 
Heartbreak, Home of the Brave, Strange Angels, 
Bright Red, and The Ugly One with the Jewels and 
Other Stories. But two discs are simply not 
enough to contain Anderson’s creative genius. 

As an introduction to this artist who sings, 
speaks, plays violin and keyboards, and magnif¬ 
icently manipulates her voice and instruments 
in ways you’d never imagined, Talk Normal is a 
good way to get your feet wet. But I wholeheart¬ 
edly recommend that you take the plunge and 
immerse yourself in her albums. Anderson’s lat¬ 
est full-length studio disc will be available in 
spring 2001.

H s a gay Thai-American 
f, } % playwright, Prince Go- 
mm molvilas isn’t lost in a sea of 
similarly described scribes. In fact, 
matters of gay and straight aside, 
he’s the only Thai-American that 
he knows about who is actively 
pursuing a career as a playwright. 

This can be a doubled-edged 
quill, closing doors at mainstream 
theaters but opening them to 
stages interested in expanding 
their cultural consciousness. Yet 
things have been going well 
enough for the 28-year-old San 
Francisco resident that he plans to 
quit his day job in January to de¬ 
vote all his energies to playwriting. 

“I don’t think it’s very risky,” he 
said during a break from his soon- 
to-be former job as associate edi¬ 
tor at Callboard magazine. “If I 
chart the progress of my career, it 
has improved as the 
years have progressed, 
and it’s definitely on an 
upward slope. Commis¬ 
sions and royalties 
should be enough to 
keep me afloat.” 

While his plays The 
Theory of Everything and 
Big Hunk o’ Burnin 
Love have been per¬ 
formed in New 
York, Los Angeles, 

Virginia, and Singapore, only now 
is Gomolvilas seeing one of his 
full-length plays in production in 
San Francisco. Actually, make that 
two plays. 

The New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center is continuing its Pride 
season of gay-themed plays with 
the world premiere of Debunking 
Love, opening Nov. 18. And in 
March, the Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre is producing Gomolvilas’ 
Bee, a play it commissioned for its 
season of African-American- 
themed plays. 

In both plays, the central char¬ 
acter is gay and Asian, interacting 
with white American culture in 
Debunking Love and black Ameri¬ 
can culture in Bee. Either way, 
Asian Americans have been a rare 
presence in contemporary drama, 
something that Gomolvilas has 
made it his mission to redress. 

“My first five plays were very 
non-ethnic specific,” he said. “And 
they were also heterosexual. I 
guess you could call them nice 
plays. I had to work through two 
layers of self-hatred, being Asian 
American and gay, which both 
started becoming important to 
me at the same time.” 

Gomolvilas, whose given name 
is Khamolpat, spent his first seven 
years in Indianapolis before his 
parents relocated to Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia. Born and raised in Thai¬ 
land, his parents quickly adapted 
to the United States. “My parents 
know American suburban cul¬

ture,” he said. “That’s where they 
take their cues.” 

For Gomolvilas, that once 
meant assimilating away from his 
Asian heritage while denying his 
gayness. Debunking 
Love deals with the for¬ 
mer issue, while Bee ex¬ 
amines the latter. 

The title of Bee plays 
off the bee’s black and 
yellow stripings as it 
looks at the relationship 
between an invisible 
gay Korean-Ameri- 
can man and the 
older African- 
American woman 
who is the only person who can 
see him. 

“They’re looking for a cure to 
his invisibility,” Gomolvilas said, 
“which seems to have something 
to do with his mother’s rejection 
of his homosexuality.” 

It is a situation, Gomolvilas ac¬ 
knowledged, inspired by his own 
uneasy relationship with his 
mother when it comes to his gay¬ 
ness. Gomolvilas didn’t come out 
until he was 24, and he gives cred¬ 
it to his move to San Francisco for 
facilitating the process. 

In Debunking Love, the central 
character is an Asian American 
writer with dating problems. The 
other two characters — another 
Asian American and a Caucasian 
American — are part of his ro¬ 
mantic problems, and also serve as 
voices of conscience pulling him 
toward his obligations to the 
Asian American community and 
to the gay community. 

It also addresses the topic of 
rice queens and potato queens. 
“There are many varying opinions 
about exclusive dating,” Gomolvi¬ 
las said. “I’m not there to preach 
but to open a dialogue.” 

Gomolvilas calls Debunking 
Love a romantic comedy with an 
ironically cynical title about love. 
“I am hopeful about love,” he said. 
“But I’m not seeing anyone now. I 
went through two traumatic 
breakups, and that’s enoughjfor 
one year.” 

Debunking Love will run at

Asia major 

If Prince Gomolvilas is a rara 
avis as a gay Asian-American play¬ 
wright, he is not alone. Chay Yew 
is another rising star, albeit one 
with a little more mileage on him. 
His play A Language of Their Own, 
a modern classic of gay Asian- 
American theater, was featured in 
last season’s Playwrights In Dan¬ 
ger Festival at the Magic Theatre. 
His new play, Wonderland, is the 
opening production in the

Touched by an angel 

Rodgers and Hart thought they 
were writing a movie musical for 
Nelson Eddy and Jeanette Mac¬ 
Donald, but when MGM pulled 
the plug, I Married an Angel be¬ 
came a Broadway musical instead. 
Ironically, when Eddy and Mac¬ 
Donald made a movie based on 
the 1938 Broadway show four 
years later, it was a major flop. 

But fortunately, along with a 
score that includes “Spring Is 
Here” and “At the Roxy Music 
Hall,” the Broadway script has sur¬ 
vived, and it is notably superior to 
many of the dim-witted librettos 


of other 1930s musicals. Still, it is 
not often produced, which makes 
it a prime candidate for the 42nd 
Street Moon treatment. In fact, 
the production opening Nov. 29 at 
the Eureka Theatre is 42nd Street 
Moon’s second visit to I Married 
an Angel. 

Greg MacKellan is directing 
the comic fantasy about a bored 
playboy who vows never to marry 
any woman who is less than “an 
angel from heaven.” He gets his 
wish, but his new bride’s heavenly 
perfection and unflinching hon¬ 
esty prove troublesome in the real 
world. The problems are ironed 
out when the playboy’s brash sis¬ 
ter steps in to instruct the angel in 
earthly ways. 

Lesley Hamilton is repeating 
the role of the sister that she 
played in 42nd Street Moon’s 1995 
production. Martin Lewis, anoth¬ 
er 42nd Street Moon regular, is 
playing the playboy, and Marina 
Torres is his angelic bride.

Mile Holler and Berkeley, and be¬ 
tween the past and the present. 
Some brief scenes seem to just 
peter away, which would work 
better if, in director Susan E. 
Evans’ generally strong and well- 
acted production, they flowed to¬ 
gether rather than stopped for 
blackouts and scenery rearrange¬ 
ments. 

The one constant through all 
three plays has been Suzan 
Kendall’s imposing performance 
as Twyla, the Tackett matriarch 
who is nearing her end. Kendall 
has a sure grip on this cantanker¬ 
ous but loving character, and she 
can wrap her voice with ease 
around the honeyed rural accents 
and speeches. 

The engagingly feisty Marnie 
Levee is playing Ervin’s outspoken 
niece, and Michaela Greeley effec¬ 
tively handles the role of her hard¬ 
ened mother. Valda Claire plays 
the spirit of Twyla’s cold, with¬ 
holding mother with icy skill. 
Benedict Ives and Eric Lamothe 
ably play Ervin’s boyfriends, past 
and present. 

Polly himself is playing Ervin 
in this outing, and his wide down- 
turned mouth creates a character 
of a permanently melancholy 
countenance. It’s easy to imagine 
that the Twyla plays flow from 
Polly’s experiences and heart. But 
what the performance may gain in 
authenticity, it loses in polish. ▼

Thanks to NY Times “Com¬ 
pressed Data” columnist Barnaby 
J. Feder for calling our attention 
to the hot Whack-a-Flack website 
(www.whackaflack.com), so pop¬ 
ular among beat reporters and the 
p.r. people who solicit them. 

Feder spells out the site’s appeal 
for the non-media-impaired: 
“‘Flack’ — short for flack catcher 
— may be the most derisive print¬ 
able word that journalists use to 
describe public relations people. 
Whack-a-Flack is a simple arcade- 
style game on the Internet that al¬ 
lows the player to nail flacks with 
their own poorly conceived news 
releases, folded into paper air¬ 
planes.”

phobia of his hometown. He may 
run but he cannot hide. “Kentucky 
is part of who you are,” he is told.

Both Parts I and II center on 
Ervin’s visits home to Three Mile 
Holler, where his gayness, his HIV 
status, and his big-city ways make 
him something of a pariah in this 
land of dialogue filled with over¬ 
ripe down-home poetry.

1 t’s taken Charles E. Polly three 
; plays to come to grips with the

Lawrence Pech Dance Co. at

S ometimes going to review 
dance premieres is akin to 
betting on horses at Golden 
Gate Fields. You know the choreo¬ 
graphers’ track records, you have 
a few hunches about what the out¬ 
come might be, and then you have 
to ask yourself, are you willing to 
lay money on them? Had I been 
able to wager on the all-premieres 
program performed by the 
Lawrence Pech Dance Company 
at the Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts last weekend, I would have 
had the satisfaction of correctly 
predicting the results. Avoiding 
the losers is just as important as 
picking the winners. 

The evening opened with 
Lawrence Pech’s Chaverot, accom¬ 
panied by a live chamber ensem¬ 
ble playing Felix Mendelssohn’s 
Songs Without Words as arranged 
by Michael Schroeder. Five 
women in diaphanous white Gre¬ 
cian tunics gracefully wove their 
way together and in smaller 
groups through Pech’s carefully 
crafted choreography. I don’t 
think we really need another 
“white ballet,” and the consider¬ 
able talents of the dancers could 
be put to better use in something 
less trite and more tailored to their 
individual talents. It’s a pleasant 
but ultimately forgettable piece 
that has a fine compositional 


sense without the daring to forge 
into new territory. 

The Habitat, choreographed by 
Cynthia Pepper to an original 
commissioned score by Robert 
Vieira, is an eclectic mish-mash of 
Alwin Nikolais stretch fabric, 
Trockadero men in skirts, and 
generic ’50s modern dance. While 
the quality of the costumes, light¬ 
ing and sets offset the lack of 
choreographic vocabulary and 
compositional development to 
some extent, Pepper is out of her 
league on this program of ballets 
by more sophisticated and astute 
choreographers. 

Tight package 

After intermission, a tightly 
composed pas de deux, Already 
Dusk by Val Caniparoli for Wendy 
Van Dyck and James Strong, de¬ 
buted. Using the Adagio affettu- 
oso from Brahms’ Sonata No. 2 
for Cello and Piano, Caniparoli 
contrasts the romantic lyricism of 
the music with far more modern 
and angular movements for the 
dancers. He has developed his 
own language of steps that were 
then recombined in numerous 
ways and embroidered upon. 
Watching Caniparoli’s evolution 
as a choreographer, from the 
restaging of his 1995 Bow Out by 
the Oakland Ballet, also last week¬ 
end, to Slow for the San Francisco 
Ballet a few seasons back, to this 
piece, one sees his ability to set 


Distracting and 
bland batons 


Youthful conductors, 
star soloists at Davies Hall

T wo relatively youthful con¬ 
ductors have taken the podi¬ 
um at Davies Hall recently, 
though the results have been far 
from fresh or stimulating. The 
presence of two powerhouse 
soloists helped save both concerts 
from total mediocrity, but even 
some off-beat programming could 
not generate much excitement. 

The San Francisco Symphony 
debut of Emmanuel Villaume was 
anticipated mainly due to his recent 
appointment as Music Director of 
the highly regarded Spoleto Festival 
USA. He has previously conducted 
opera here without much ado, and 
most of his conducting chores in 
the past have - kept him in the or¬ 
chestra pits of the Bastille, Los An¬ 
geles, Santa Fe and Dallas Operas. 
He has also led opera orchestras in 
concert, but judging from his high¬ 
ly distracting baton style, it might 
be best if he continued mostly to be 
heard and not seen. 

Villaume is a physically appeal¬ 
ing presence, and his buzzed head 
makes him right at home in San 
Francisco, but his insistence on cue¬ 
ing everyone on-stage with his 
baton hand while sawing mechani¬ 
cally with his left makes watching 
him something of a chore. His 
French birthright seems to have 
given him a more intellectual rather 
than sensual approach to music. 


Claude Debussy’s The Afternoon of 
a Faun, which opened the program, 
was robbed of any languorous ap¬ 
peal, despite the well-played contri¬ 
bution from flutist Paul Renzi. 

Intellect would seem to be the 
order of the day for Hans Werner 
Henze’s Compases pare preguntas 
ensimismadas: Music for Viola and 
Twenty-Two Players. The title of 
this intriguing work, receiving its 
first SFS performances, can be in¬ 
terpreted two ways. The composer 
favors “Meters for Questions Ab¬ 
sorbed in Self-Contemplation,” 
but others have given it a warmer 
spin with “Questions Asked of 
One’s Soul.” Whatever the best in¬ 
terpretation maybe, the piece itself 
displays Henze at his thorny best. 

Henze creates a sound world 
by stacking notes and instruments 
vertically, while the apparent 
soloist (here, the Symphony’s 
well-loved violist Geraldine 
Walther) attempts an anchoring 
position. The effect is fascinating, 
if typically cerebral. Henze is 
known for his passionate left-wing 
politics, and he is a revered per¬ 
sonality in Europe, but most of his 
music remains dauntingly com¬ 
plex and unemotional. 

Walther gave it her consider¬ 
able best, and all the demands 
placed by the composer on the 
other players (comic Anna Russell 
might have called them “unnatur¬ 
al acts”) were met with precision 
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choreographic challenges and 
then solve them through a variety 
of ways, but always with his 
unique vision. Already Dusk could 
use a bit more passion and an 
abandon that was lacking on 
opening night, perhaps due to 
caution and nerves. 

And the last shall be the first. 
So it was with the closing ballet of 
this program, Julia Adam’s The 
Shroud. Adam has a way of taking 
the audience into other worlds 
that can seem familiar and at the 
same time alien or distorted. She 
did it with Night for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet, and now she has done 
it again. Using traditional me¬ 
dieval folk songs provided the 
known element, but because they 
are not from our ordinary frame 
of reference, the folk songs cast an 
otherworldly light on the whole 
piece. 

Time felt suspended, as the 
steps and costumes belonged to a 
different era from the music. Be¬ 
ginning with a spotlit, handker¬ 
chief-sized piece of fabric on the 
floor center stage, and ending with 
the entire stage under an enor¬ 
mous white cloth, Adam took us 
on a journey from childhood’s 
playful innocence through to the 
end of life. Along the way, human 
relationships were explored, as the 
piece of fabric grew larger and 
larger each time it reappeared on 
stage. But Adam hasn’t yet learned 
to incorporate movements origi¬ 
nating with the torso, and that 
tends to give her work a very bal¬ 
letic, stiff-backed timbre. T

Thrice Spice 

The Spice Girls' ' Forever'

|P1 - op culture’s uber-diva, Cher, 
yp? is at it again: guesting on 
1 Will and Grace, producing a 
fashion makeover pilot, negotiat¬ 
ing with ABC to star in Mame, as 
well as remaking the 1924 film 
The Enchanted Cottage. Musically, 
she’s charting new terrain as she 
releases not.com.mercial, an album 
only available through her Inter¬ 
net site, www.cher.com. Unlike 
her techno smash Believe, the new 
collection features stripped down 
arrangements of songs actually 
written by Cher, marking the first 
time she has recorded her own 
material so extensively. 

She began work on the disc in 
1994 while attending a songwriting 
workshop in France, penning ten 
songs in as many days. Back in the 
States, she then spent a week with 
David Lettermen’s band recording 
eight of the songs. Two others not 
written by Cher were later added. 
She pulled one of them from her 
archives, “Classified 1A,” a Sonny 
Bono song from 1971 that received 
almost no radio play the first time 
around because it is about a dying 
soldier in Vietnam. 

Even in a career built on un¬ 
orthodoxy, Cher’s Internet release 
is still unusual for a major record¬ 
ing artist who can still sell records. 
In fact, the project was shelved for 
years because her longtime label, 
Warner Brothers, deemed it “not 
commercial” enough to promote. 
Cher told the Los Angeles Times, “I 
don’t have any expectations. I did 
it for myself. I’m just sharing it 
with other people who might be 
interested and don’t really care 
what reviewers think.” 

Autobiographical themes in¬ 
clude her feelings about homeless¬ 
ness, in “Our Lady of San Francis¬ 
co”; recalling a visit to her grand¬ 
father in a veteran’s hospital, “Fit 
To Fly”; and her own pattern of 
ending relationships, “Runnin’.” 
Her personal favorite is “(The Fall) 
Kurt’s Blues,” which she wrote 
after hearing of Kurt Cobain’s sui¬ 
cide: “Well the good news, if there’s 
any/ is you ever lived at all/ but our 
country kills its heroes/we just 
raise them for the fall.” 

Cher’s more recent converts 
will miss the synthesized pulsat¬ 
ing rhythms of her dancefloor 
tunes, since the album harkens 
back to a soft-rock sound remi¬ 
niscent of her ’70s style of story 
songs. Melodically, the composi¬ 
tions are a bit naive. Vocally, how¬ 
ever, her glorious vibrato-laden 
timbre is still there, most elo¬ 
quently in the soulful ballad 
“With or Without You” and the 
acoustic “Our Lady of San Fran¬ 
cisco.” Also powerful is the stir¬ 
ring “Sisters of Mercy,” a musical 
exorcism of her time spent in a 
Catholic orphanage. 

In releasing not.com.mercial, 
Cher surprises us once again with 
a heartfelt, deeply personal collec¬ 
tion. Our priestess of glam ushers 
us into a more intimate and vul¬ 
nerable side. For those wanting a 
more over-the-top version of her 
reality, the icon reminds us that 
this Internet-only offer should not 
be considered the follow-up to her 
multiple-platinum-selling Believe. 
She’s currently in the studio, over¬ 
dubbing that project for a planned 
March 2001 off-line commercial 
release. Stay tuned! ▼

If you 
hold the Spice Girls responsible 
for the fact that 98 Degrees got a 
record deal and eventually made 
that hideous Spanglish song, then 
they’ve got something to answer 
for. 

But before you do that and, to 
boot, fee.l superior to legions of 
less sophisticated music fans 
around the world, at least recog¬ 
nize that the Spice Girls co-author 
all their music and had a signifi¬ 
cant hand in constructing the 
phenomenon they became. While 
you’re at it, notice how those first 
two albums differed, markedly, 
from the ultrapop that has fol¬ 
lowed in subsequent years. 

The Spice Girls’ first two al¬ 
bums are characterized by a 
hodgepodge of pop songs, some 
fab and others kind of bland. 
They’re glossy songs, but they’re 
not overproduced and micro- 
managed like the boy bands and 
the Britneys of 2000. This is what 
makes their just-released third 
album Forever (Virgin) so inter¬ 
esting. This time around, they 
have made a glossily micro-man- 
aged album, with little left to 
chance. Perhaps this is a reaction 


to the changing terrain of pop 
music; perhaps it’s their defensive 
reaction to having taken a signifi¬ 
cant 23-month break from releas¬ 
ing any material at all. 

For most US consumers, the 
Spice Girls have been in hiberna¬ 
tion for almost two years. Outside 
of North America, all four of the 
remaining Spice Girls have em¬ 
barked on solo careers. Each has 
done quite successfully, with Mel 
C (previously known as Sporty) 
achieving the most critical and 
material success. For an American 
audience, the return of the Spice 
Girls yields a radically trans¬ 
formed quartet. The cover of For¬ 
ever shows the Girls completely 
divorced from their monikers, all 
morphed into a hybrid Modified 
Posh Spice. 

Knob-twiddling 

. Forever relies heavily on the co¬ 
writing and knob-twiddling tal¬ 
ents of Rodney Jerkins’ team and 
Minneapolis geniuses Jimmy Jam 
and Terry Lewis. It’s a pop album 
with a distinct R&B bent. The 
Spice Girls remain within this 
R8cB-lite territory throughout 
Forever. “Holler,” the album’s lead 
single, offers a good example of 
their new direction. Reminiscent 
of recent hits by Destiny’s Child 
and Pink, “Holler” is a smooth 
and streamlined tune. 

As seamless as it is, it’s curious 
that “Holler” was the first release 
choice. There are much stronger 
tracks on the album. Forever fea¬ 
tures some shockingly good 
songs, the driving “Tell Me Why” 
and party tune “If You Wanna

n a world numbed into an 
aural coma by blenderized 
pap, those of us who know 
their music shouldn’t keep The 
Aluminum Group, brothers 
Frank and John Navin, a secret. 
Although they say they don’t 
mind being a word-of-mouth 
group. 

“That is a joy for Frank and 
me,” says John. “I think it’s special 
that somebody might listen to us, 
like it and then pass it-on to a 
friend. It’s grassroots. That is a 
beautiful thing in itself. But I am 
not going to lie, I would like more 
people to know about us.” 

Pelo, The Aluminum Group’s 
latest release on their new label 
Hefty Records, is more of the 
Navins’ smooth, nuanced sounds, 
velvet vocals and intimate, 
thoughtful lyrics.

Have Some Fun” chief among 
them. They’re classics right off the 
bat, and it remains to be seen if 
radio can overcome its anti-Spice 
bias to give these songs airplay 
once they are released as singles. 

The closest thing on Forever to 
a classic Spice anthem is “Right 
Back at Ya,” which features an 
obligatory Mel B rap. “Right Back” 
is anchored by a swirling staccato 
reminiscent of late-1980s Miami 
girl group Expose. The warped 
beats opening and closing “Get 
Down with Me” render its other¬ 
wise routine disco noteworthy. 
“Let Love Lead the Way” is a slow¬ 
ly burning ballad, simple but con¬ 
vincing. Another ballad, “Oxy¬ 
gen,” is perhaps the most mature 
song the Spice Girls have yet at¬ 
tempted, bearing more similarity 
to a Vanessa Williams torch song 
than to previous Spice Girls bal¬ 
lads. 

Forever is bookended by great 
songs and falters only in the mid¬ 
dle, with three songs in succession 
(“Wasting My Time,” “Weekend 
Love” and the aggressively 
mediocre ballad “Time Goes By”) 
that do little. The album ends with 
“Goodbye,” the Spice Girls’ last 
single, originally released in De¬ 
cember 1998. “Goodbye,” a Christ¬ 
massy farewell to quisling turn¬ 
coat Ginger, is a song of the van¬ 
quished Spice type, without a 
deftly anchoring groove. It hints 
backwards in time even as it clos¬ 


es the album. 

Occasionally, there are some 
embarrassing moments on Forev¬ 
er. It’s strange to hear Spice lyrics 
based in American vernacular, es¬ 
pecially since one of the most in¬ 
teresting things about their earli¬ 
er material has been how English 
their spoken rap intervals sound¬ 
ed. No one will ever mistake Mel 
B’s northern drawl for an Ameri¬ 
can voice, so lyrics like “You say 
you want me back, it’s a simple 
fact/ Darkchild and all my girls got 
my back like that” seem weak at 
best. 

The Spice Girls are trying to lay 
claim to new, adultish territory. 
Their euphemisms are less mysti¬ 
fied these days. That said, there’s a 
unadulterated girl-power advoca¬ 
cy here, overlapping lyrically with 
their first two albums. And despite 
the fact that the Spice Girls have 
left their UK production teams 
behind, these songs share arrange¬ 
ment style and detail with their 
earlier work. Clearly, the Spice 
Girls have molded their producers 
to their ends. 

Whether Forever can maintain 
the Spice Girls’ significance as they 
evolve from cartoons to adult 
women remains to be seen. The 
inexplicable magic that lifted the 
Spice Girls into their own stratos¬ 
phere of iconicity is gone, but then 
it’s incredibly rare for any pop star 
to rein that magic in and redirect 
it through a third album. These 
matters aside, Forever is a solid 
and occasionally stunning effort, 
not quite formulaic yet not exact¬ 
ly experimental. ▼ 


thing we are proud of.” 

The Navin brothers’ work has 
been compared to the pop mas¬ 
tery of Burt Bacharach. I first 
thought of them as being in the 
vein of The Style Council’s com¬ 
plexity, but less frantic than Paul 
Weller can be at times. Lyrics are 
reminiscent of the Pet Shop Boys, 
early Everything but the Girl, and 
Morrissey, during and after The 
Smiths. 

The 10-track Pelo takes a cou¬ 
ple of listens to fully grasp. So 
much vibe and quiet beat are syn¬ 
copating in the background, they 
can be elusive. Considerably more 
instrumental than previous re¬ 
leases (the trancey, almost 6- 
minute “Good-bye Goldfish, Hi 
Piranha” has a scant 30 seconds of 
vocals from Sally Timms), the 


tight production adds not a guitar 
strum too many nor an extra 
organ chord to bog down the 
often seamless transitions from 
track to track. 

The best examples of this are 
the three “relationship” songs 
“Worrying Kind,” “Satellite” and 
“Cannot Make You Out.” Almost 
a suite, the three pieces feature 
Frank and John, along with 
Timms and Amy Warren, trading 
vocals and harmonizing. The 
women’s sophisticated higher 
vocal registers complement the 
guys’ equally cultured baritones 
like clear wine and smoky cheese. 

M4M melodies 

Going back to Plano, you can 
hear the progression of the Navin 
sound. Mostly love songs ranging 
from happy-together to sad- 
you’re-gone, it is sweet to hear 
words of male-for-male affection 
overlaying hard-to-forget 

melodies. “Sugar 8c Promises,” 
“Sunday Morning” and “Choco¬ 
lates” take up residence in your 
brain and refuse to leave. “Star 
Wish” is the standout for me, with 
a rich, flowing vocal by Frank and 
close harmonies by John. It is fol¬ 
lowed by “Photograph,” another 
pleaser with a gently tumbling 
vocal. 

Pedals moves the sound into a 
more arty tone. Suave vocals; 
clever lyrics dotted with mentions 
of treasures such as fortune cook¬ 
ies, Valley of the Dolls, artist Mar¬ 
cel Duchamp and author Thomas 
Hardy; and the occasional banjo 
or saxophone accent all make this 
CD work like a soundtrack to a 
10-act show. The three- and four- 


minute “dramas” all come from 
the Navins’ fertile minds. Love 
here is urban, and its workings 
variant and sometimes weary- 
making. 

Plano is an FM feast; Pedals, a 
salon offering; and Pelo, a pop- 
laced progressive musical haiku.

neither non-existence nor exis¬ 
tence then,” over swirling figures 
in muted strings. The mixed cho¬ 
rus comes in at “Darkness was 
hidden by darkness in the begin¬ 
ning,” and, with a sudden pull¬ 
back in tempo, the male chorus 
dramatically sings, “Desire came 
upon That One in the beginning,” 
the vocal and instrumental colors 
here being light and fluid as 
Mozart. Plus, the music has 
tremendous drive. 

Glass’ writing here and 
throughout is an object lesson in 
how to build a piece by control¬ 
ling its component parts — met¬ 
ric, harmonic, vocal and instru¬ 
mental — so that it flows with in¬ 
evitable ease. And though both 
rhythms and textures are some¬ 
times complex, they always feel 
right, as in the stunningly dramat¬ 
ic Movement 6, “Evil and Igno¬ 


rance,” and 10, “Judgment and 
Apocalypse.” 

The score also has its sensuous 
side, particularly in 5, “Love and 
Joy,” where the mezzo (the right- 
on-target Denyce Graves) gets two 
seductive yet elegiac solos — the 
first a poem by the Persian Rumi 
about an expectant lover, the sec¬ 
ond a Bengali Indian poem ad¬ 
dressed to a lover, the vocal line 
descending and ascending in each 
half. Glass’ setting is almost reli¬ 
gious in tone, because the object 
of worship in both these cultures 
was spoken to as if they were a god 
(Glass does a similar thing in 
Akhnaten and Nefertiti’s love duet 
in his 1984 opera Akhnaten.) 

Another sensuous aspect of the 
5 th is Glass’ masterful scoring for 
every instrumental choir, and

A t first glance, or in this case 
listen, Philip Glass’ Sym¬ 
phony # 5 Requiem, Bardo, 
Nirmanakaya (1998-99) seems 
like a piece that continues the 
grand 19th-century musical tradi¬ 
tion of big works taking on big 
subjects. It does, after all, call for 
huge performing forces — 5 vocal 
soloists (soprano, mezzo, tenor, 
bass, bass-baritone), girls’ chorus, 
large mixed chorus, in addition to 
an orchestra of about 80 — and 
it’s in 12 movements and lasts 100 
uninterrupted minutes. But the 
5th’s musical and philosophic 
point of view is thoroughly con¬ 
temporary, because it draws the 
texts for its book from 5,000 years 
of this planet’s sacred “wisdom” 


er in both intimate and commu¬ 
nal terms. 

Glass’ “message” here is that we 
should strive for the common 
good of all beings, and this cer¬ 
tainly hit home when I heard the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic perform 
the 5th at BAM on the eve of Yom 
Kippur, when Israel and her 
neighbors were at war. Dennis 
Russell Davies conducted that 
performance, and he leads the 
new 2-CD Nonesuch set with the 
orchestra which gave the work’s 
triumphant premiere at the 
Salzburg Festival last year, the Vi¬ 
enna Radio Symphony Orchestra. 
It’s stunning, richly detailed, and 
very moving, too. 

But that’s hardly surprising, 
because Davies has been closely 
involved with Glass’ music for 
over 20 years, and their mutual ex¬ 
perience in the theatre shows. 
Glass keeps him busy by continu¬ 
ally altering the work’s shape and 
scale with solos, duos, trios and 
quintets — there’s even a quasi¬ 
madrigal at one point — and 
using the chorus singly or in 
mixed configurations, supported 
by the orchestra’s rich and com¬ 
plex textures. 

Swirling figures 

The composer’s vocal settings 
are also extremely close to the 
spoken rhythms of American 
English — correct, yet heightened 
according to his expressive needs. 
And that starts at the very begin¬ 
ning, where the girls’ and women’s 
chorus enter chiming, “There was 


traditions, and seeks to find unity 
by blending them together and 
setting them all in one language 
(English) so that they speak in a 
single global-universal voice. 

This can’t have been an easy 
task for either Glass or the Very

er Brothers albums. You did an 
album for them called You're The 
Guy I Want To Share my Money 
with. 

Laurie Anderson: Oh, yeah. I 
think we’re dancing around with 
canes on the cover or something 
like that. 

Yes, on the back cover. What was 
it like being the heterosexual 
woman working with openly gay 
Giorno and William S. Burroughs 
on that album? 

I didn’t see them that way, so 
much. Burroughs, I guess, I saw as 
this incredibly warped grandfa¬ 
ther, the one I wished I’d always 
had. Although when I met him, he 
thought I was a boy. It was dark. It 
was backstage. Anyone could 
make the mistake. My hair was 
short. So we talked for a while. I 
was also harmonizing my voice in 
this particular thing, so I kind of 
[lowering her voice i few octaves] 
sounded like that. Although I 
don’t know how he figured out I 
could then have a very high voice 
as soon as I came offstage. As I 
said, it was dark. I think we had a 
long conversation before he real¬ 
ized that I was not a boy, actually. 

What did you think of Burroughs? 

I admired him tremendously. 
In thinking back to that certain 
time, I don’t think that any of the 


borders were very strict — work- 
wise, sexual-wise. I mean, in other 
words, there were a lot of us who 
were doing stuff in music and 
sculpture. We would do sculpture 
one day and music the next day. 
Everybody kind of dressed more 
or less the same. The art-workers. 

Do you feel as if the spoken work 
that you did helped to lay the 
groundwork for Poetry Slam and 
the poetry scene explosion? 

Well, that would be very flat¬ 
tering, but I’m really not an histo¬ 
rian and I don’t know how to trace 
things like that. As much as I 


know about what they were doing 
at that time, in the late ’80s, it 
seemed very different from what I 
was doing at the time, in that it 
was more poetry. I started out, at 
any rate, doing more long stories 
and political commentary. I’m 
probably not a good person to ask 
about it because I don’t have an 
overview of the scene. But I’m 
sure that the Way that I learned 


from other artists was the same 
way that other people learned 
from me as well. How that hap¬ 
pened I don’t know! 

How involved were you in the se¬ 
lection of the material for Talk 
Normal? 

The people at Rhino did the 
selection and I was incredibly 
grateful, because I can’t listen to 
the stuff. I mean it would have 
been incredibly daunting and I 
would have been miserable. To 
think, “Let’s do an anthology. 
What would you want in it?” It 
would probably take me about 


three years, mostly because I 
would avoid listening to it. This is 
the first time I heard this stuff 
since I mixed it. If someone in a 
radio station says, “Let’s listen to 
some of your old music,” I say, 
“Fine, as long as I can take my 
headphones off and leave the 
room.” And I do that because I 
find it unbearable. I hear every 
single mixed note that’s wrong. 
You’d think you forget that stuff. 
You remember it in detail, and it’s 
just torture. I think, “I should 
remix that.” And then I think, “But 
you can’t remix that.” 

Did it feel odd to be releasing an 
anthology that would be represen¬ 
tative of your work? It's only been 
20 years since the Warner Broth¬ 
ers albums came out. Does it feel 
strange to be thinking in terms of 
a career retrospective? 

No. I guess because I’m initial¬ 
ly from the art world, and people 
were having retrospectives of their 
first three years of work. “Early- 
mid-career retrospective.” 

What does that mean? It 
means collection. But it was retro¬ 
spective for me, because I listened 
to the roughs and actually enjoyed 
it. It maybe partly had to do with, 
I couldn’t fix it now, it was way too 
late. You can imagine seeing a 
scrapbook of yourself for the very 
first time. Going through time like 
that. It was very, very eerie. I’m 
much more familiar and much 
less familiar than most people lis¬ 
tening to this stuff. As the person 
who did it, I remember certain 
things about it, but I wasn’t really 
able to enjoy it. This I actually lis¬ 
tened to and enjoyed. It’s kind of 
embarrassing.

night, why don’t we listen to some 
of my records?” 

You're making me laugh, and that 
leads to the next question. Can 
you please say something about 
the value of humor in. your work? 

Well, it’s the same as in my life. 
It saves situations, because ulti¬ 
mately I find most things pointless 
and absurd. And rather than shoot 
myself, I try find a balance. Actu¬ 
ally, it’s not true if you laugh, it 
goes away, obviously. But there is 
something about humor that 
makes things a little bit less so- 
called real than they seemed be¬ 
fore. Or solid or unchangeable. 

I understand that you are going 
into the studio to work on your 
next album. 

It’s done. We’re starting to mix 
it. It’s coming out on Nonesuch. I 
was hoping for a February release, 
but I guess April. 

Will you be touring in support of 
the new album? 

I think so. I haven’t decided yet 
what that will be. I know that it 
won’t be a big multimedia thing. 

Are there any creative collabora¬ 
tions with Lou Reed on the new 
album? 

He played on a few songs, yeah. 

Since this interview is taking 
place after this very historic and 


strange presidential election, and 
we still don't really know who the 
newly elected President is, is 
there anything that you would like 
to say on that subject? 

Boy. I didn’t realize how much 
it meant to me, really, until I woke 
up yesterday not knowing. I just 
thought, “Oh, it’s just gonna be 
one of these guys, and I don’t like 
either one of them, so what.” And 
then I realized it might be George, 
and then I got scared. I hadn’t re¬

I remember 
when Reagan appointed Charlton 
Heston, for a six-month reign, to 
run the NEA. His mission was to 
dismantle it. I think there’s a lot of 
suspicion and hostility towards 
artists, coming from that side of 
the political spectrum. Whether 
they’re talking about kids’ morality 
or wasted tax dollars, it’s the same 
thing. It’s something that’s out of 
their control, and they are interest¬ 
ed in controlling how people think. 
And they would rather that people

'Les Bonnes Femmes / 'Eva/ 'll Grido' out on DVD

D VD has become the pre-em¬ 
inent forum for high-art 
cinema on video, and the 
trend shows no sign of letting up. 
Cinephiles who could previously 
only dream of seeing, much less 
owning, crisp copies of films like 
Chabrol’s Les Bonnes Femmes or 
Losey’s legendary Eva can now 
satisfy their fetish thanks to com¬ 
panies such as Kino, which has re¬ 
leased fine versions of these two 
films along with a third, Anto¬ 
nioni’s II Grido, in a handy three- 
pack under the collective title Rare 
Treasures of European Cinema. 



That Chabrol’s Les Bonnes 
Femmes (1960), one of the land¬ 
marks of the nouvelle vague, never 
received an official release in the 
United States is surprising consid¬ 
ering the film’s many sensational 
elements. Loads of “exotic” 
(Parisian) location-shooting; «. 
heavy-breathing scenes in a 
French grindhouse; a racy and vi¬ 
olent pool scene; plenty of casual 
sex and tease; and the murder of a 
beautiful naif should have assured 
some domestic box-office. But an 
almost Hitchcockian feel of im¬ 
placable fate that colors the film 
must have given exhibitors second 


thoughts, and it’s mostly known 
only to Chabrol fanatics. 

The film’s subtle inversion of 
“la dolce vita” — and of all those 
old Hollywood movies of young 
girls coming of age in the big city 
— makes it well worth the watch. 
More a series of interludes than a 
linear plot, Les Bonnes Femmes 
turns a pitiless eye on male-fe¬ 
male relationships in an increas¬ 
ingly fractured world. The “good 
women” of the title are four 
beautiful young Parisians who 
pursue a variety of ultimately un¬ 
satisfying (and in one case lethal) 
dreams. Free spirit Jane 
(Bernadette Lafont) gets involved 
with a boorish married business¬ 
man whose chubby, grabby best 
friend expects to make them a 
manage. Ginette (Stephane Au- 
dran) hopes to become a great 
singer, but spends her time im¬ 
personating a tacky Italian street 
chanteuse in a seedy club. Rita 
(Lucile Saint-Simon) masochisti¬ 
cally accepts the put-downs of 
her pompous bourgeois 
boyfriend, who allows her to be 
degraded by his parents. Jacque¬ 
line (Clotilde Joano) is the inno¬ 
cent romantic who rejects a 
“good man” in favor of an omi¬ 
nous biker who spends the film 
shadowing her before their grue¬ 
some meeting. 

The film takes place mostly in 
the nighttime world of Paris’ 
streets and clubs, seemingly an 
open leisure-class environment 
full of opportunities but in fact an 
endless series of traps for these 
characters. The final trap comes 
when Jacqueline pursues a ro¬ 
mantic ideal in a stark sequence 
that ends chillingly, if not entirely 
unpredictably, in death. Chabrol’s 
camera records these events with 
an impersonality that makes them 
all the more real and disturbing, 
and his treatment of the charac¬ 
ters as foolish children on the edge 
of a precipice gives the film a grav- 
itas that will keep it fresh in the 
viewer’s mind. 



Messy ‘Eva’ 

Joseph Losey’s Eva (1962), 
hacked down from 155 minutes to 
103 for its ill-fated release, is one 
of those legendary films discussed 
in hushed tones as a butchered 
masterpiece. The DVD contains 
two versions: the 103-minute 
commercial release, and a Swedish 
version that runs 119 minutes. 
The bad news is that regardless of 
running time, Eva is a mess. Losey 
was attempting to break into in¬ 
ternational circles as a Great Di¬ 
rector (after a solid career doing 
atmospheric British and Ameri¬ 
can B-films), and it shows. Few 
besides Jeanne Moreau com- 
pletists and fans of Italian scenery 
circa 1962 will want to add this to 
their permanent collection, 
though it has its interest. 

Eva follows the misadventures 
of a writer, working-class Welsh¬ 
man Tyvian (hunky Stanley 
Baker), who has written a best¬ 
seller allegedly based on his life as 
a coal miner. The problem is that 
he’s a phony who stole the book 
from his dead brother. At the 
famed Harry’s Bar, he’s confront¬ 
ed by film producer Sergio (Gior¬ 
gio Albertazzi), whose wife 
Francesca (Lisi) was Tyvian’s mis¬ 
tress before her death. The film 
then switches to flashback, and in¬ 
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troduces us to Eva (Moreau), a 
classy whore who breaks into Ty¬ 
vian’s house with the help of a 
wealthy trick. She spends what 
seem like hours bathing, listening 
to Billie Holiday records, chain¬ 
smoking, and smiling to herself. 
When Tyvian arrives, he tosses out 
the trick and is hit over the head 
with an ashtray by Eva. This only 
encourages him, of course, and he 
spends the rest of the film chasing 
her from Venice to Rome to taste 
more of her abuse. Eventually, Ty¬ 
vian becomes a Jet Set bum, 
masochistically awaiting his next 
meeting with Evil Eva. 

The film is doomed from the 
opening, a stentorian Biblical 
voiceover that’s more laughable 
than tantalizing: “And the man 
and the woman were naked to¬ 
gether, and they were 
unashamed.” They should have 
been. Tyvian’s masochism is ulti- 
'mately self-defeating; he’s too 
wretched for too long to be of last¬ 
ing interest. His pursuit of Eva be¬ 
gins to take on an unintended 
comic overtone as he endures 
endless physical and psychological 
assaults. And Eva is simply not an 
interesting character. Losey’s forte 
was always men, intelligent miser¬ 
able men, no doubt a reflection of 
his own apparently constant anx¬ 
ieties. (Losey favorite Dirk Boga¬ 
rde has written of the director’s 
crying jags that got so bad on one 
film that the actor had to take over 
directorial duties for 10 days.) 

The film was based on a James 
Hadley Chase potboiler, and Eva, 
true to her literary origins, never 
rises above her origins as a card¬ 
board harpy. Her extreme self-in¬ 
volvement and tedious cruelties 
border on the grotesque, and even 
Losey’s visual legerdemain — 
classy mirror shots, stark high- 
angle compositions, gliding cam¬ 
erawork — can’t force her to live 
onscreen. She’s predictable and, in 
the end, just plain boring. 

Desperate living 

Antonioni’s II Grido (1957) is a 
tonic to Losey’s disappointing ef¬ 
fort. It’s an unsentimental, visual¬ 
ly bravura slice of neorealism that 
remains one of the director’s great 
’50s achievements. Unlike Eva' s 
Tyvian, this film’s Aldo (Steve 
Cochran) has minimal self-aware¬ 
ness, but also lacks any of Tyvian’s 
self-pity. He’s a mechanic in a 
small Italian village (in the Po Val¬ 
ley near Bologna) who’s been hav¬ 
ing an affair with a married 
woman, Irma (Alida Valli), for 
seven years. Irma’s husband dies 
suddenly, and Aldo expects to 
marry her. Instead, she spurns 
him, causing him to react violent¬ 
ly toward her in a very public

original writing happens in the 
percussion, a true battery here 
numbering 17 instruments (four 
players), including unusual choic¬ 
es like anvil, marimba, and large 
and small Tam-Tams (gongs), 
though what they do always en¬ 
hances both mood and word.

scene. Still desperately in love and 
finally just desperate, he takes 
their illegitimate seven-year-old 
daughter Rosina (Mirna Girardi) 
on an aimless trek through the 
rural highways of the Po Valley. 

His journey is a kind of 
Odyssey in reverse, with Aldo as a 
quietly tormented Everyman. Un¬ 
like Odysseus, he’s moving away 
from his beloved, not toward her. 
Asked why he’s traveling, he can’t 
answer. Asked to stay put, he sim¬ 
ply moves on, accompanied by 
Rosina until it’s apparent he’s too 
alienated to take care of her. Aldo 
begins by visiting a woman from 
his past, Evira (Betsy Blair), who 
continues to love him in spite of 
his indifference but sees something 
in him that she can’t deal with. He 
continues through a succession of 
increasingly bleaker environments 
and encounters, ending with a liai¬ 
son with a prostitute, Adreina (Lyn 
Shaw), with whom he lives briefly 
in a rain-soaked hut. 

Steve Cochran was a terminal¬ 
ly butch fixture in American B 
movies, often gangster films, from 
the 1950s (most notably Walsh’s 
White Heat). Here he retains some 
of the coarse charm of his earlier 
incarnations, with the addition of 
a world-weariness that feels as au¬ 
thentic as the real locales in which 
the film takes place. He consis¬ 
tently underplays, movingly cap¬ 
turing Aldo’s transition from dis¬ 
illusionment to despair in small 
gestures and lingering looks. 
While the other actors also regis¬ 
ter strongly, this is finally 
Cochran’s show, and he delivers 
beautifully. 

Antonioni’s evocation of vast, 
unforgiving landscapes that dwarf 
and finally swallow his characters 
is in splendid form here. Like Red 
Desert-, II Grido situates its 
denizens in a postindustrial 
wasteland made up of empty 
fields that drift into the hazy hori¬ 
zon, long stretches of empty high¬ 
way, and occasional outposts of 
humanity that pop up within 
them: a lonely gas station, a pros¬ 
titute’s collapsing house. The cam¬ 
era pauses on these backdrops as 
long as it does on Aldo or Irma or 
Adreina, giving as much weight to 
a world that eventually engulfs its 
inhabitants as to the inhabitants 
themselves. T

Gore Vidal's last novel?

The Golden Age by Gore Vidal; 
Doubleday, $27.50 

|PH ore Vidal turns out histori- 
m cal novels in much the same 
1 way Danielle Steele churns 
out romance novels. At this point 
in Vidal’s long career, books like 
The Golden Age are just short of 
formulaic, reeking of thinly veiled 
gossip, all cloaked in the mantle of 
Vidal’s superior intellect and firm 
grasp of history, American and 


otherwise. In this seventh and 
final installment on the American 
empire, Vidal blows smoke up his 
own posterior by writing himself 
into the narrative at several junc¬ 
tions, always in a flattering light, 
and then basking in the glow of 
his own self-reflection. In ego, 
Vidal makes Norman Mailer look 
like Mother Teresa. And his 1998 
memoir, Palimpsest, clearly estab¬ 
lishes that America’s most brilliant 
expatriate homosexual is also an 
insufferable human being. 

The Golden Age takes place be¬ 
tween 1939 and 1954, with most 


Bellwether tales

WM 1 hough the millennium fren- 
M zy may be passe, this collec- 
If tion of outstanding gay fic¬ 
tion is anything but. Editors Drake 
and Wolverton have amassed a 
bevy of literary talent (some well- 
known, some new), and the 21 
brilliant stories contained within 
showcase a panoply of styles, nar¬ 
rative depth, and personal histo¬ 
ries. 

The volume opens with M. 
Shayne Bell’s unsettling, futuristic 
story “Mrs. Lincoln’s China,” 
which was a 1995 Hugo Award fi¬ 
nalist. Set in a time of civil unrest 
as violent rioting breaks out na¬ 
tionwide, a woman loots the 
White House and steals priceless 
historic Presidential dinnerware 
on which she serves her son a final 
meal. Dark, deep, and prophetic, 
Bell’s story is a smart forewarning 
to us all. 

Survival with HIV infection 
takes center stage in several sto¬ 
ries, such as Bernard Cooper’s sur¬ 
realistic suburban nightmare, 
“Hunters and Gatherers.” Coop¬ 
er’s characters are mentally 
strong-willed, but physically 
they’ve been “whittled by the 
blade of AIDS.” Thankfully, the 
narrative content, with such suc¬ 
cinct detailing, never sinks to an 
overly dismal level. Cooper fans 
can find his latest book, a collec¬ 
tion of short stories called Guess 
Again, in stores this month. 

Emerging talent Jamison Cur¬ 
rier stays close to the same timely 
theme with his moving tale “Pasta 
Night,” where two lovers reinvigo¬ 
rate an AIDS-strained and trau¬ 
matized relationship by caring for 
HIV-positive babies in a hospice. 

Popular author Scott Heim’s 
remarkable entry “Deep Green, 
Pale Purple” is a poignant tale of 
two loving young brothers and 
their abusive, menacing father 
working on the family apple or¬ 
chard. Together the boys escape 


their shared pain by camping in 
the backyard under skies as “flim¬ 
sy and thrilling as a promise.” 
Heim’s gorgeous prose is seamless 
and heart-rending, and if this is 
any indication, his forthcoming 
novel We Disappear (where this 
story appears) should be dazzling. 

On the lighter side, the compi¬ 
lation also boasts a prickly sense of 
humor with Trevor Renado’s 
wickedly stereotypical “Get a 
Lifestyle.” This chatty, hilarious, 
farcical essay nails the West Holly¬ 
wood gay scene to the wall in 10 
sardonic pages. Renado’s main 
character is, of course, himself: a 
writer steeped in “Hollywood 
delusionalism” described with 
“stunning all-American looks, 
buff build, and 12% body fat.” 
Anyone we know? 

David Vernon’s marvelously 
spooky “Couple Kills” will surely 
satisfy fans of the suspense/horror 
genre. Here, one man’s secretive 
nocturnal activities pique the cu¬ 
riosity and eventual dread of his 
boyfriend, who is obsessed with 
the mythical Chupacabra, a Mex¬ 
ican bloodsucking creature. 

Other writers making appear¬ 
ances in this anthology include 
Michael Lowenthal, David Leavitt, 
William J. Mann, Mitch Cullin 
and more. With every entry hav¬ 
ing merit, this exceptional book 
serves as an important bellwether 
for those with any doubts about 
the state of gay fiction at the dawn 
of the 21st century. T 


of the book’s 470 pages given over 
to the World War II years. Vidal 
creates a fictional Washington DC 
family, and places it at the center 
of American politics and publish¬ 
ing. Around these characters, 
Vidal weaves historical fact with 
fiction, providing glimpses into 
Franklin Roosevelt’s home, mar¬ 
riage, and cabinet meetings. Vidal 
outlines how Roosevelt provoked 
the attack on Pearl Harbor and 
cleverly led the nation into war, 
and how Harry Truman bumbled 
through the aftermath. 

In his own time-honored tra¬ 
dition, Vidal once again docu¬ 
ments the insufferable gullibility 
of the American public and the 
obsessively manipulative politi¬ 
cians who pull the strings for their 
own personal gain, and that of the 
ruling classes. At its most funda¬ 
mental level, this is the Vidal for¬ 
mula for historic novels about 
America. But rather than sound¬ 
ing like a broken record, Vidal 
manages to document his asser¬ 
tions time and again, demonstrat¬ 
ing how the same modus operandi 
continues to play itself out oyer 
the centuries. 

Vidal’s prose in The Golden Age 
is crisp and smart, and he takes 
some wonderfully rich swipes at 
more than a few targets. My per¬ 
sonal favorite is his succinct skew¬ 
ering of Ernest Hemingway’s 
dreadful writing, in a little aside 
that he places in the mouth of 
novelist Dawn Powell, and drops 
onto page 424.

meant to be, ever ...” 

In this chapter, Vidal’s witchery 
is replaced by genuine wisdom, 
and the real depth of his under¬ 
standing emerges.

I n an era when artists are losing 
affordable work spaces and are 
having to fight at City Hall for 
subsidies in order to be able to live 
in San Francisco, it is refreshing to 
consider an event where artists are 
helping out other artists. Among 
the artists who are contributing to 
“Big Deal” this year will be Fuze- 
box, a San Francisco band recent¬ 


ly evicted from Downtown Re¬ 
hearsal Studio. They will perform 
in the SOMArts Gallery on Satur¬ 
day, November 18. 

“Big Deal” is an annual 
fundraising event for Visual Aid, 
whose mission is to provide art 
supplies and exhibition opportu¬ 
nities for artists with life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses. This is the seventh 
time around for “Big Deal,” and a 
big deal it is! 

In addition to the artists who 
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Deal' art sale 

benefit from these activities, the 
art shopper is the real winner in 
this rare chance to own original 
art at an extremely affordable 
price. For $85 a piece (plus tax), 
paintings, prints, drawings, and 
sculptures from a record number 
(over 400) of participating artists 
go to the first — not the highest 
— bidder. So the line at SOMArts 
Gallery forms early, usually in fact 
the night before, for the chance to 
be first to get at the real goodies. 

The democratic nature of the 
process lets the true joy of collect¬ 
ing shine through. Since all the 
prices are the same, the buyers at 
the art sale make choices accord¬ 
ing to their taste. What a concept! 

I’ve landed some prizes in the 
past, and this year promises jewels 
by local talents who show in 
major West Coast and East Coast 
galleries and participate in Bay 
Area “Open Studios.” This group 
includes Robert Brady, Kathryn 
Van Dyke, Gary Bukovnik, Blazin, 
Gayle Tanaka, David Smith-Har- 
rison, and Joan Perlman, among 
many others.

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the directions: “When John and I 
first started out, we wanted all of 
our music to sound like it was 
coming from an AM radio — that 
simple and at that level.

Almodovar out on video

jf lmodovar’s masterpiece, 
jj the Oscar-winner for best 
»» foreign film of 1999 is now 
available on video. The film stars 
Cecilia Roth as Manuela, whose 
search for the father of her son 
takes her from Madrid to 
Barcelona and her roots. 

Because the father has since 
become a woman named Lola, 
Manuela’s story takes some surre¬ 
al turns. In what other movie of 
recent memory are there not one, 
but two major characters who are 
chicks-with-dicks? Manuela’s life 
also becomes entwined with that 
of a pregnant young nun (Pene¬ 
lope Cruz) and her rigid mother. 
If the instant rapport among these 
various women strains their cred¬ 
ibility for an American audience, 
the unlikely situations probably 
resonate more for most Spanish 
viewers, whose passion and im¬ 
pulsiveness may well have led 
them into similar alliances. 

During the course of the film, 
almost everybody gets a chance to

and clarity. How to tell if it was a 
good or bad performance? Many 
more hearings, I suspect, and I 
doubt that will be very likely. 

The Henze might have seemed 
ideal for the metronomic beat of 
Emmanuel Villaume, so his choice 
of Tchaikovsky’s most personal 
symphonic utterance as a conclu¬ 
sion to the evening appeared al¬ 
most perverse. The Sixth Sym¬ 
phony or Pathetique is one of 
those pillars of the repertoire that 
must be given a daring interpreta¬ 
tion in concert. Otherwise, why 
bother trotting the old warhorse 
out again? We can always hear 
perfectly careful interpretations 
on disc, granted some very bold 
exceptions. 

Villaume managed to drain 
every movement of any dramatic 
impact, and that, most likely, was 
his intent. After all, the overheated 
theatricality is right there in the 
score, yes? What better way to 
cause a fresh listening than to 
avoid bathos? Wrongo, monsieur! 
I went home to my guilty plea¬ 
sure, the willfully idiosyncratic 
performance with Leonard Bern¬ 
stein, conducted live late in his ca¬ 
reer. It doesn’t bear listening often, 
but the way he practically rewrites 
the score’s tempi and his over¬ 
powering involvement make the 
experience truly shattering. And if 
that isn’t closer to the composer’s 
intentions, I’m waiting for a more 
convincing viewpoint than Em¬ 
manuel Villaume’s. 

Undercooked fare 

Alasdair Neale, SFS Associate 
Conductor and leader of the SFS 
Youth Orchestra through the 
2000-01 season, returned center 
stage last week for another re¬ 
spectable but slightly under¬ 
cooked appearance. 

Cellist Lynn Harrell was the big 
cheese on that occasion, so Neale’s 
blandness did nothing to detract. 
The Dvorak Cello Concerto in B 
minor, Opus 104 is probably up 
there on everyone’s list of favorite 
star turns in the concert hall, so 
like the Tchaikovsky Sixth, there 


of one Jean-Baptiste (Jean-Louis 
Trintignant).

But 
the film is a visual treat, as 
Ch£reau’s frantic camera and 
sometimes frenzied editing match 
the anxiety of the characters and 
the awkwardness of the scenario. 
This filmmaker’s journey into 
strange territory is worth the 
viewer’s voyage. ▼ 


ed and emotionally involving in¬ 
terpretation, and the players, with 
a few trumpet flubs excepted, were 
responsive to his lead.

The Symphony No. 5 is a diffi¬ 
cult work to bring off properly.

should be a good reason for hear¬ 
ing it yet again. Harrell made his 
case from the opening bars of his 
entrance.

The performance 
was terrific, and the audience re¬ 
warded Harrell with one of the 
most prolonged ovations of the 
new season.

After intermission, the person¬ 
able Neale gave us the Symphony 
No. 5, Opus 82 by Jean Sibelius. I 
am always enthusiastic about hear¬ 
ing this composer in the concert 
hall, and the Fifth is one of his 
most concise and thrilling works. 
The conductor certainly seemed to 
be invested in giving a concentrat-

Tranny hacks 

S ome years ago, when I was 
all but unknown to the 
elite of San Francisco’s 
queer performance under¬ 
ground, I more-or-less literally 
bumped into both Heklina and 
Pippi Lovestocking in the 
men’s locker room at the Cen¬ 
tral YMCA. I recall being 
starstruck, not so much by their 
drag personas, but by their sheer 
ordinariness. I could see they 
were standard-issue males, just 
plain guys, hung like the rest of 
us, and in no way like their stage 
selves: not flamboyant, not sar¬ 
castic, not self-absorbed. Maybe 
it’s stretching things to say so, 
but I could imagine them kick¬ 
ing back in some dorm room, 
beers in hand, watching a foot¬ 
ball game on TV! 

That impression lingers each 
time I see either or both out of 
drag. No, they’re not exactly 
butch, but you can tell they get 
the same sort of kick out of 
dressing up in women’s clothes 
and acting out wild fantasies 
that sailors do engaging in drag 
rituals while cooped up on 
ships at sea, or that gold miners 
did entertaining themselves during the Gold Rush. Heklina, Pippi, 
legendary diva Juanita MORE! and the rest of the Trannyshack 
gang rediscovered and have exploited the 
hell out of a secret: low drag is all about 
getting sexy boys to do wildly embarass- 
ing stuff for you they’d never dream of 
doing with or as ordinary guys. 

Once I was easily intimidated by drag 
queens, so exotic and overwhelming did 
they seem to my shy sensibilities. At the 
time of my YMCA encounter, Heklina 
and Pippi represented all that was magi¬ 
cal and mysterious and powerful about 
Trannyshack—they were the creme de la 
creme of the rag-drag world (as opposed to the high-fashion drag 
world, a whole different scene and mindset from Trannyshack). Hek¬ 
lina and Pippi were two visionary entertainers and empresarios who 
with reckless abandon in the 1990s brought sinfully sexy, brashly ir¬ 
reverent low drag to San Francisco, and in so doing ended the drought 
of SoMa’s pathetic late-’80s through early ’90s gay nightlife. 

Everything had been turning straight South of Market, once a 1970s 
and early ’80s stronghold of leather people and men with tight t-shirts 
and blue jeans. With that energy fading during the eighties — in large 
part because AIDS sapped much of the gay community’s vitality — 
SoMa nightlife became a nightmare. You could find gay bars, but they 
were mostly dull, drunken places with dour faces and artificially 
pumped-up energies. Drag, when it showed up at all, seemed lifeless, 
stuck in a time warp, hopelessly enamoured with the etherial/unat- 
tainable glamour of Hollywood and record-company divas. The once 
lively old Stud on Folsom Street fell to “the enemy” (as many of us 
viewed the straight invaders), and the new Stud on Harrison at 9th 
never quite kicked in — until Heklina and Pippi and their guy-gal pals 
came along. 

Now, on Sunday night, November 19 — a date that will live not 
in infamy, but in blasphemy — Heklina, Juanita MORE! and Pippi 
Lovestocking will be hosting “The 5th Annual Miss Trannyshack 
Pageant 2000,” featuring a mess of drag queens out to top one an¬ 
other in an eye-clawing, nail biting contest to capture a cheap crown 
and completely ruin their reputations. It’s exactly the sort of useless- 
but-fun contest that fills the likes of producers Pippi and Juanita 
MORE! with wicked glee as they run to the bank with all the money 
they suck in from tranny chasers who are notoriously easy marks. 
That’s assuming Miss Chocolate, guarding the till at the door, does¬ 
n’t abscond with all the funds. And who could blame her?! It’s al¬ 
ways the Wild West at Trannyshack, a gold rush of guys getting tipsy 
and loose and ready to goose. Anything goes at Trannyshack. ▼

Madonna, Cyndi, Sarah, Bette, Rickie Lee, et cetera

Y ou and the rest of the record¬ 
buying public have probably 
already formed your own 
opinion of Madonna’s latest 
album Music (Maverick/ Warner 
Brothers) by now. Like her inter¬ 
mittent British accent in the movie 
The Next Best Thing, Music is both 
annoying and charming. The 
“French DJ” shtick on songs such 
as the title track, “Paradise (Not 
For Me)” and “Impressive Instant” 
may be news to her straight fans, 
but her queer fans have been there 
and must be wondering why she’s 
doing that. Has the great innova¬ 
tor lost her innovation skills? 



Madonna 


The “teenage girl” lyrics of “I 
Deserve It,” which aren’t even 
worthy of Britney Spears, can be 
overlooked for the song’s interest¬ 
ing musical arrangement, which 
includes an acoustic guitar. The 
William Orbit co-penned “Amaz¬ 
ing” sounds too much like “Beau¬ 
tiful Stranger” not to be a less- 
than-amazing distraction. The 
album’s centerpiece (and best 
track),“Don’t Tell Me,” co-written 
by Madonna’s brother-in-law, the 
underrated singer/songwriter Joe 
Henry, is the bravest track on the 
disc. “What It Feels Like for a Girl” 
and “Gone” (co-written by Dami¬ 
an Le Gassick, who warmed up 
k.d. lang’s Invincible Summer ) are 
also good, and they feature guitars 
(!) as well. Is there an insurgent 
country disc in Madonna’s future? 
If so, may I suggest that she listen 
to some Kelly Hogan, Sally Timms 
and Neko Case before taking that 
risky step in high-heeled, rhine¬ 
stone cowboy boots. 

. I always thought that Cyndi Lau- 
per, whose solo career started 
around the same time that Madon¬ 
na’s did, got a raw deal. Both women 
had their attention-getting gim¬ 
micks, as well as voices that eventu¬ 
ally allowed all the flash to fall away. 
Lauper’s voice and material, howev¬ 
er, were far superior to Madonna’s. 
Unfortunately, health setbacks pre¬ 
vented Lauper from attaining her 
rightful title, and Madonna 
snatched it and ran with it. 

In the interim, an entire gener¬ 
ation of girls (and boys) knows al¬ 
most all there is to know about 
Madonna and her antics, while 
Lauper is almost forgotten. 
Thankfully, she has been making 
appearances on television and in 
movies (unlike Madonna, Cyndi 
Lauper can actually act), and re¬ 
leasing dance music singles. Her 
debut disc, 1983’s She’s So Unusu¬ 
al (Epic/Legacy), has just been 
reissued in an enhanced version 
(three songs from the original disc, 
“Money Changes Everything,” 
“She Bop,” and “All Through The 
Night,” are included in live version 


bonus tracks). Listening to it is a 
good reminder of Lauper’s re¬ 
markable talents. Her trademark 
hit single “Girls Just Want To Have 
Fun” is just as joyous and gleeful as 
it was when first heard almost 20 
years ago. “Time After Time” re¬ 
mains a timeless ballad, and her 
daring cover of Prince’s “When U 
Were Mine” is still perfection. 

Bright corners 

When I recently interviewed 
Dido, I asked her if she had heard 
Sarah Brightman’s cover of her 
smash hit single, “Here With Me,” 
which is on Brightman’s new 
album La Luna (Angel). Dido said 
that she hadn’t, but she gave me 
the impression that she was flat¬ 
tered by other people’s interest in 
recording her songs. So how does 
La Brightman’s version stack up? I 
must say it’s not too shabby a ver¬ 
sion. Pretty progressive, in fact. 
Brightman also tackles two other 
unexpected covers: Procul 
Harum’s “A Whiter Shade of Pale” 
and Hungarian composer Reszo 
Seress’ legendary suicide-invoking 
“Gloomy Sunday.” 

When not singing in her upper 
register, Brightman can be quite 
enjoyable, as you can hear on 
“Hijo de la luna/Son of the 
Moon,” “Winter in July/’ and “He 
Doesn’t See Me.” When she gets all 
soprano on us, as she does on “La 
Califa,” “Solo Con Te/Only with 
You,” and “How Fair this Place,” 
it’s a bit unnerving. 


Melissa Ferrick 

M Arts cover 

It was everybody else’s fault. I was 
extremely self-centered, extremely 
screwed up about reality.” 

She confesses her alcoholism 
was a big part of that confusion. “I 
drowned myself for years sitting at 
the bar wondering why everybody 
else didn’t understand what the 
problem was, and the problem 
was in my hand. As soon as I put 
the booze down and got sober, 
everythjpg Changed.” 

Her own label 

Sober for almost four years, 
and having just completed a 
three-CD obligation to What Are 
Records? (WAR), a small indepen¬ 
dent label out of Boulder, Col¬ 
orado, with the albums Melissa +1 
(1997), Everything I Need (1998) 
and Freedom (1999), Ferrick is 
once again ready to leap into the 
big-time fray. 

She has founded her own 
record label, Right On Records 
(www.rightonrecords.com). She 
continues shedding the folksy 
girl-with-acoustic-guitar image. 
Drummer Brian Winton and 
bassist Marika Tjelios are staying 
with her, so she won’t be going 
back to the single acoustic tours, 
at least not for a while. After the 
current tour, which ends Dec. 13, 
the trio is headed back into the 
studio in Albany, New York, to 
record an as-yet-unnamed third 
album on the new label, tentative¬ 
ly due out in March. 

In the meantime, to slake the 
thirst of her fans who can never 
get enough, a live double-CD 
called Skinnier and Faster Live is 
being released on Nov. 22. (Copies 
can be ordered for $20 at www.cd- 
baby.com.) The show was record¬ 
ed May 18 at Ferrick’s alma mater, 
Berklee College of Music in 
Boston. 

A classically trained musician 


You can count on Bette Midler 
to not ever get all “soprano” on us. 
For nearly 30 years, over the course 
of almost a dozen studio albums 
(and numerous soundtracks and 
live albums), Midler has consis¬ 
tently blended material that moves 
from tear-jerking ballads to retro 
reinvention to her own unique 
style of musical comedy. Her 1998 
Bathhouse Betty album was one of 
Midler’s bawdiest, but it didn’t sac¬ 
rifice her gift for choosing songs 
with which to balance the silliness 
(Ben Folds’ “Boxing,” Leonard 
Cohen and Jennifer Warnes’ “Song 
Of Bernadette”). Bette (Warner 
Brothers) is Midler’s most soulful 
album to date. 

Five of the disc’s 11 tracks are 
R&B staples, and Midler respect¬ 
fully performs them with that in 
mind. “That’s How Heartaches 
Are Made,” “Just My Imagination 
(Running Away with Me),” “Love 
TKO,” “When Your Life Was Low,” 
and especially “Shining Star” are 
given reverent treatment. Elvis 
Costello and Burt Bacharach’s 
“God Give Me Strength” is appro¬ 
priately melodramatic, while Beth 
Nielsen Chapman’s “Color of 
Roses” gets the nod as the album’s 
four-hankie ballad. “Nobody Else 
but You,” the theme song to Mi¬ 
dler’s sitcom Bette, co-written by 
Midler and Marc ( South Park: Big¬ 
ger, Longer & Uncut ) Shaiman, 
sounds exactly the way a TV 
theme song should. 

During her 1999 Miss Millen- 


on the trumpet and violin, Ferrick 
attended Berklee on a trumpet 
and songwriting scholarship, 
hanging out with the likes of 
Paula Cole. “I went to Berklee be¬ 
cause Melissa Etheridge and 
Aimee Mann went to Berklee, and 
those were the two women I want¬ 
ed to be like.” 

Comparisons abound. Dubbed 
“the Other Melissa” by Chastity 
Bono in the Advocate, Ferrick had 
trouble shaking off the label, even 
though she takes it as a great com¬ 
pliment. “Melissa’s a hero!” she ex¬ 
claims. 

“Melissa, Ellen, kd lang, Ferron 
... these are women who’ve paved 


nium concert tour, Midler per¬ 
formed a gorgeous version of 
Patty Griffin’s “Mary,” which is 
unfortunately not included here. 
She does cover Griffin’s “Moses,” 
in an arrangement that sounds 
like it would have been right at 
home on Paul Simon’s Graceland. 
It took a few listens to get to used 
to it (I highly recommend Griffin’s 
original version on her Living 
With Ghosts album), but it grew 
on me enough to say that I like it. 
The album’s biggest surprise is a 
full-fledged dance track called 
“Bless You Child,” which, with the 
right remix, could be as big as her 
1995 dance hit “To Deserve You.” 

Speaking of cover songs, It’s 
Like This (Artemis) by Rickie Lee 
Jones is Ms. Jones’s latest disc of 
material by other songwriters. 
This album features the most 
eclectic mix of cover versions that 
Jones has ever done. From Steely 
Dan’s nasty “Show Biz Kids” to 
Charlie Chaplin’s plaintive 
“Smile” to Hoagy Carmichael’s 
“Up a Lazy River,” the songs are 
indicative of Jones’ distinctive 
musical tastes. Jones’ cover of 
Marvin Gaye’s “Trouble Man,” a 
song that Joni Mitchell has been 
performing in her live shows for 
the past few years, is admirable, al¬ 
though Mitchell’s version (avail¬ 
able on Kyle Eastwood’s From 
There to Here album) is far superi¬ 
or. (Are Jones and Mitchell still at 
odds?) Jones does a dead-on cover 
of Traffic’s “Low Spark of High 


the way for me to be able to do 
what I do.” 

More problematic is Ferrick’s 
being compared to the prolific Ani 
DiFranco, especially since Ferrick 
has just put out three albums in a 
single year. Sometimes people dis¬ 
miss her as a mere imitation. 

“I think it’s clear that what I do 
is similar [to DiFranco] in the 
vein that I’m a girl with a guitar 
who tours a lot. Outside of that, 
Ani’s very politically involved.

Heeled Boys,” but it is her exquis¬ 
ite rendition of the Beatles’ “For 
No One” that is the album’s high 
point. Joe Jackson, who plays 
piano on “For No One,” also joins 
Jones for a duet on “One Hand, 
One Heart” from West Side Story. 

Folk and bluegrass favorite Mol- 
lie O’Brien has also released an 
album of cover material. Like the 
Jones disc, Things I Gave Away 
(Sugar Hill) contains a Beatles cover, 
“You Won’t See Me,” done in a re¬ 
strained and resigned version. 
Kristina Olsen’s heart-rending 
breakup song “Practicing Walking 
Away” stirs up emotions, while Abby 
Lincoln’s “Throw It Away” trans¬ 
forms O’Brien into a jazz vocalist 
par excellence. Other recommended 
tracks include “Train Time” and 
“When I’ve Got the Moon.” 

Although there are substantial¬ 
ly fewer covers on Emmylou Har¬ 
ris’ Red Dirt Girl (Nonesuch) than 
on her groundbreaking 1995 
Wrecking Ball disc, the new album 
does bear some striking similari¬ 
ties. Producer Malcolm Burn (who 
also plays several instruments on 
Red Dirt Girl ) replicates Daniel 
Lanois’ unique sound. The album’s 
sole cover is Patty Griffin’s “One 
Big Love” (Griffin’s getting popu¬ 
lar!), and it’s wonderful. Harris 
performed on the final Luscious 
Jackson album, and LJ’s Jill Cun- 
niff co-wrote and performs on a 
few songs on Harris’ disc. If you 
liked Wrecking Ball, then Red Dirt 
Girl will stiit you fine. T

Other artists she’s listen¬ 
ing to are Doria Roberts, Edie 
Carey, Sam Shaber, Lori McKen¬ 
na, Erin McKeown, Meghan 
Toohey, and Howie Day: East 
Coast artists, many of whom have 
shared a billing with her. 

“I’m also reading a book right 
now called The First Third about 
this guy named Neal Cassady, who 
was Jack Kerouac’s sidekick.
